The United States, through Sen- 
ator Tom Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
took the position that the Security 
Council and the big powers should 
make some move toward modifica- 
tion or clarification. 

The first definite step toward 
a five-power parley was taken 
yesterday when Bevin submitted 
a plan for consultation. It was 
understood that his suggestion 


followed roughly along the lines 


taken by the United States, 
France and China in the debate, 
with these provisions: 

1. The possibility of limiting 
the veto for use only when the 
negative-voting country’s “own 
vital interests” were concerned.

Debate on Relief. 

A compromise between UNRRA 
Director-General Fiorello H. La 
Guardia’s proposal that the Unit- 
ed Nations assume the functions 
of the relief organization and 
the United States ° delegation’s 
stand that future relief should be 
handled by bilateral agreements 
between contributing nations and 
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recipient nations was proposed by 
Jacques Rueff of France. 

Rueff suggested establishment 
of a U.N. committee which would 
not be an executive body as La 
Guardia proposed but would gath- 
er all possible information on re- 
lief needs and available supplies 
and recommend to contributors 
the disposition of their donations, 

The French proposal won the 
quick support of Australia, whose 
representative, D. B, Copland, 
Said that although Australia, a 
major UNRRA contributor in the 
Orient, was inclined to support 
the United States approach to fu- 
ture international relief, it be- 
lieved there .was a need for as- 
sessing requirements and for con- 
Ssultation among contributors. 

Russia's representative, Prof. 
Amazasp A. Arutiunian, declared 
the Soviet Union considered the 


abandonment of the work of 
UNRRA a “grave mistake.” 
UNRRA’s work haz not been com- 
pleted, he told the economic 


committee, and more help will be 
needed in 1947. 

Canada's delegate, Paul Martin, 
warned that his country, the third 
largest contributor to UNRRA, 
might be unable to maintain the 
high level of its donations, espe- 
cially in grains, next year and 
indicated growing public opinion 
in Canada against the large vol- 
ume of Canadian support of 
UNRRA.

The U. N, cultural and humani-

GHARGES SET BY 
SENATE GROUP 


Only Mississippians to 
Be Permitted to Testify 
in Inquiry Starting 

Dec. 2. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (UP)— 
The Senate Campaign Investigat- 
ing Committee decided today to 
hear testimony of Mississippi wit- 
nesses on charges that Senator 
Theodore G. Bilbo (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, incited discrimination 
against Negroes in the state's 
July primary. 

The action was taken amid in- 
dications that Bilbo may not be 
well enough to attend the opening 
session of the Eightieth Congress 


Jan, 3. Republicans are making 
plans to challenge on that day 
his right to the Senate seat he 
has occupied since 1935. 
Chairman Alien J. Ellender, 
(Dem.), Louisiana, of the investi- 
gating committee announced the 
decision to open public hearings 
Dec. 2 at Jackson, Miss., on the 
basis of sworn complaints filed 
by the Civil Rights Congress and 
reports of four committee investi- 
gators who have been in Missis- 
sippi for several months. 
Ellender said he expected the 
hearings to last a week or two, 
but could not promise that the 
committee report would be ready 
by the time the new Congress 
convenes. 

Protection of Witnesses Urged. 
“We are convinced that the 
charges will be fully substanti- 
ated, provided witnesses are as- 
sured of the fullest federal pro- 
tection,” said Milton Kaufman, 
executive director of the Civil 
Rights Congress. 

“We now call upon the Senate 
War Investigating Committee to 
take similar action with respect 
to the allegations of bribe-taking 
during the war period.” 
Ellender said only residents of 
Mississippi would be permitted to 


clude the persons who made the 
charges against Bilbo, the Missis- 
sippi Senator himself and other 
persons he might wish to present. 
Sources close to the committee 
said Democratic members changed 
their minds about open hearings 
on Bilbo in the face of Republi- 
can plang to oust him, The com- 
mittee vote for the hearings was 
unanimous. 

Fight Over Taking Seat. 
Some Southern Democrats indi- 
cated that they had a few trump 
cards to, play against any Repub- 
lican clfallenge to seating Bilbo. 
They hinted the Republican effort 
might run into a filibuster. 
Republican opposition to seat- 
ing Bilbo is based on the racial 
discrimination charges and on the 
allegations that he accepted gifts 
from war contractors. The latter 
charges do not concern the Cam- 
paign Investigating Committee, 
Ellender announced. The Jackson 
hearings will be confined to the 
question of barring Negroes from 
voting in the primary. 

The Senate War Investigating 
Committee currently is looking 
into the allegations that Bilbo re- 
ceived expensive gifts in the war 
from firms with war contracts, 
but has not announced plans for 
public hearings.

As I arrived from Peiping 
aboard an American Army trans- 
port plane, air raid sirens wailed 
a warning against a government 
P-38 Lightning reconnaissance 
craft, which methodically circled 
overhead. 

(The Yenan radio, which trans- 
mitted this dispatch for Roder- 
ick, said his trip from the airfield 
to the city was delayed more than 
two hours by alarms caused by 
government observation planes.) 


Positions of Armies. 


Government authorities in Nan- 
king have repeatedly denied they 
plan to attack Yenan, but a Com- 
munist spokesman said Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek’s armies 
were massing in great strength 
for an imminent four-way attack 
which will mark a crisis in the 
civil war. 


This spokesman, Yang Shan- 
kun, general secretary of the 
Eighth Route Army, said 100,000 
to 150,000 of the best government 
soldiers were moving into posi- 
tion 60-to 100 miles from Yenan. 

The First, Twenty-seventh and 
Ninetieth Armies under Gen. Hu 
Tsung-nan already have crossed 
the Yellow River from Shansi in 
Shensi province with their van- 
guard at Ichwan, 67 miles south- 
east of Yenan, he said. 

Another Government force is at 
Lochwan, 60 miles south of Yenan, 
and another is being flown to the 
Yulin area 110 miles north of 
Yenan, the spokesman said. 

Still another government con- 
centration is being formed for an 
attack from the west, and govern- 
ment reserves from Szechwan 
province are moving up to Sian, 
200 miles south of Yenan and 4ap- 
parently the major base of the 
campaign, Yang declared. 

Yang asserted that the govern- 
ment was rebuilding the long- 
abandoned Sian - Yenan highway 
and that all roads in government 
areas were jammed with traffic, 
carrying food and munitions for 
a’major offensive.

HOTELS REPORT DROP 
IN DEMAND FOR ROOM 


Reservations Still Needed — 
Occupancy 92 Pct. Instead 
of Wartime 96.

Budget Director E. G. Schub- 
kegel called attention Thursday 
to the fact that municipal expen- 
ditures for the first seven months 
of this year were $3,110,000 more 
than during the same period of 
last year, and that revenue re- 
ceipts for the same comparable 
periods had decreased by $1,433,- 
000. He said an additional ap- 
propriation of $2,000,000 would 
have to be made to meet expenses 
during the rest of the fiscal year. 

He termed the yield from the 
one-fourth of 1 per cent payroll 
tax “disappointing.” This tax, even 
if fully collected, would not pro- 
vide all the money needed by the 
city: at present many large 
firms are withholding payments, 
holding the money to be repaid 
to their employes if a pending 
suit attacking the validity of the 
ordinance succeeds. 

The Budget Director said it was 
obvious that city officials “must 
devise. ways of protecting the 
city’s credit’ and balancing its 
financial operations. 

Hitcher Levy Suggested. 

An increase in the tax levy was 
suggested by the Mayor in an 
address before the Civic Develop- 
ment Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce Friday night. 

“It is manifest that St. Louis 
wants no curtailment of its pub- 
lic services.” he said. “The prob- 
lem is reduced to finding new 
sources of revenue, which means 
increasing existing taxes, institut- 
ing new taxes, or both.” 

He said there had been no in- 
crease in municipal services or 
the number of employes. The city’s 
financial plight resulted from in- 
creased costs brought about by 
inflationary conditions, he said, 
although there was no increase in 
revenue.

2. That the War Labor Dis- 
putes Act, under which the 
mines were seized, contemplates 
that such facliilties shal] con- 
tinue in operation without any 
interruption such as would be 
caused by a termination of the 
miners’ contract, 

Failure of the operators and 
Lewis to get together on an agree- 
ment paralleling the Government 
contract has been the reason for 
the prolonged Government mine 
operation. 

Concession to Lewis. 

One of the points the Govern- 
ment conceded to Lewis last spring 
was a 5-cent-per-ton levy on coal! 
production for a union welfare 
and retirement fund. 

Capt. N. H. Collisson, federal 
coal mines administrator, an- 
nounced today that as of Oct, 31, 
total collections in this fund 
amounted to $8,114,951. The money 
is being hela by the Government 
pending appointment of a board 
of trustees. 

The only thing coming from 
Lewis's headquarters during the 
day was his union organ, the 
United Mine Workers’ Journal. It 
forecast a drive in the next Con- 
gress for restrictive labor legisla- 
tion and declared that if such laws 
“the country will be in 
for the greatest and longest pe- 


riod of industrial strife the nation 


has ever known.” 

John D. Battle, executive secre- 
tary of the National Coal Associa- 
tion, said in a statement tonight 
that it was time to “debunk the 
54-hour week talk which Lewis 
encourages the public to believe 
is the miners’ lot and which he 
would heave the public believe to 
be the explanation for miners’ 
high weekly earnings average.” 

“Lewis, in his letter to Secre- 
tary Krug,” Battle said, “talks 
about ‘the brutal 54-hour under- 
ground schedule of the men labor- 
ing in the bowels of the earth.’ 
Actually there is not a coal miner 
in America who spends 54 hours 
per week underground in produc- 
tive work, Mr. Lewis knows this 
too.” 

Battle said Bureau of Labor 
statistics figures showed miners 
averaged 43.4 hours a week in 
June, 36 in July and 42.4 hours 
ir August, all including travel 
time. 

“When travel time is subtracted 
from these figures,” Battle said, 
“the actual productive work time 
is well under 40 hours. In the 
month of August; actual hours 
worked underground averaged out 
to 37.7. 

“There is nothing to be gained 
ba distortion of the facts. The 
Government keeps the records for 
all to see.” 

As to wages, Battle declared 
that miners now “are the highest 
paid of any class of labor in the 
United States” and added that talk 
of equalizing mine wages and 
working hours with other indus- 
tries was a “pious fraud,”

American Note Complains 
of Arrangements for 
Voting to Be Held on 


Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
The United States delivered a 
fourth and apparently final pre- 
election protest to the Romanian 
Government today complaining 
anew over arrangements for next 
Tuesday's balloting, 

Acting as one of the Big Three 
powers responsible for “free and 
unfettered” elections in Romania, 
the United States reminded the 
Moscow-favored Government of its 
promises. In effect, it repeated 
American charges that opposition 
parties are denied equal access to 
press and radio, prevented from 
holding organizational and politi- 
cal meetings in many instances 
and generally maltreated by Gov- 
ernment-sponsored parties through 
acts of violence. 

In Bucharest, Teohari Georgescu, 
Communist Minister of the: In- 
terior, told a press conference that 
propaganda and the press has been 
unfettered during the campaign 
and that the balloting will be free. 
He acknowledged that more than 
200 opposition party members have 
been arrested but said that was 
because they had arms illegally or 
had broken other laws. He added 
that all were ordered released ex- 
cept those awaiting trial by mili- 
tary courts, whose number he did 
not give, 

In its note, the United States 
answered Romanian accusations 


that it was attempting to dictate | ¢ 
illegally with aj: 
reference to the alleged lack of 4 


internal policy 
freedom, in the country. 

“I am constrained to believe 
that the Romanian people, if 
they could freely express them- 
selves, would regard my Govern- 
ment’s interest in this matter as 
a compliance with its obligations 
under the Yalta agreement and a 
welcome manifestation of general 
American interest in Romania's 
welfare and progress,” said the 
note, delivered by Burton Y. Berry, 
American political representative 
in Bucharest, 

The’ United States said it “deep- 
ly regrets” that Romania avoided 
discussion of previous American 
complaints on the ground thatthe 
American note, plus a similar one 
from the British, did notrepresent 
the views of all the Big Three. 
Moscow has never complained. 

The American note was in- 
terpreted as a means of putting 
the United States on record for 
the last time as strongly disap- 
proving the election, if the Gov- 
ernment slate wins as expected. 


DELMAR-SKINKER SIGNAL 
CAUSES TRAFFIC BOTTLENECK 


A newly-installed traffic signal 
at the busy intersection of Skinker 
and Delmar boulevards has cre- 
ated a bottleneck where none 
existed before. Ag a result, motor- 
ists who seek to get through the 
intersection in rush hours are 
complaining to the city street de- 
partment. 

The traffic light is so adjusted 
that only a comparatively few 
automobiles and street ears get 
past the intersection before the 
light changes to red. In .rush 
hours, some motorists have found 
they spend more than five min- 
utes waiting to get through, 

Tom Watts, chief traffic engi- 
neer for the city, said the bottle- 
neck was a result of a “highly 
confused attitude on the part of 
drivers.” A study of the situation 
will be made for 30 days to deter- 
mine whether to lengthen the 
cycle, which, he said, wag now set 
at 75 seconds, “It's all a matter 
of adjustment,” Watts added. -He 
said he had received only three 


complaints so far. 


1053 DISABLED VETERANS 
RECEIVE FREE AUTOMOBILES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (UP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration said 
today that 1053 disabled veterans 
received automobiles at Govern- 
ment expense since the program 
was started in early September. 

VA said it has approved more 
than 10,200 of the 13,000 applica- 
tions on file. 

The program provides that 
World War II veterans who suf- 
fered the loss or use of one or 
both legs may receive an automo- 
bile with special equipment at 
Government expense. The cost of 
each car is limited to $1600.

Was Resold to Indi- 
viduals for Private 
Profit. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
The War Assets Administration, 
atriking angrily at what it called 
a “doubly despicable” practice, an- 
nounced tonight it has uncovered 
cases in which state and iocal 
officials misused surplus purchase 
priorities for private profit. 


The agency reported iome 
prosecutions already are under 
way by the Department of Justice 
and promised more. It said in- 
vestigation of such cases is being 
given priority. 

Ro names were given, but WAA 
said violations were “especially 
prevalent in certain southern and 
midwestern states.” Officials de- 
clined to specify which states. 

Some of the complaints have 
been found groundless, the agency 
added, and 38 cases still are under 
investigation. In two instances, 
indictments have been returned. 

“We may well expect certain un- 
scrupulous business men to prey 
on the surplus property program 
by hook or crook,” WAA Admini- 
strator Robert M. Littlejohn said 
in a statement, “but it is doubly 
despicable when local government 
officials, who shoulder a _ public 
trust, will engage in similar dis- 
honest practices.” 

He said several such cases have 
argused “unwarranted criticism” 
© ‘AA itself, and reported “re- 
sentment” among officials charged 
with administering war surplus 
disposal, 

WAA cited these cases: 

A county judge purchased nine 
trucks and six automobiles under 
an official priority and resold them 
to private individuals. 

An automobile dealer in one 
town purchased surplus Army 
trucks on authorization of the 
Mayor and resold them to the pub- 
lie at a profit. 

One Board of County Commis- 
sioners permitted resale of surplus 
construction equipment to a pri- 
vate dealer. The county had pur- 
chased $72,544 worth of equipment 
but at the time of a WAA investi- 
gation had only $24,568 in its pos- 
session. 

At two successive sales of sur- 
plus property one county judge 
used-a priority to purchase 19 mo- 
tor vehicles and turn them over 
to dealers for resale. 

Priority disposal of war sur- 
pluses to state, county and local] 
governments in the first half of 
this year amounted to $84,149,000. 


500,000 DISPLACED PERSONS 
IN U.S. ZONE, OFFICIAL SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
There are still more than 500,000 
displaced persons in the American 
occupation zone in Europe to be 
resettied, plus another half mil- 
lion tn other zonés, Herbert A. 
Fierst of the State Department 
said tonight. 

Discussing the problem in a 
radio broadcast, Fierst said “many 
millions have been repatriated” 
but wedded: “Those that remain 
provide our hardest problem be- 
cause (many of them balk at re- 
turning to their previous homes 
because of fear of persecution or 
political insecurity.” 

Fierst, special assistant to Gen. 
John H. Hilldring, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State in charge of occupied 
areas, said the displaced persons 
awaiting resettlement include ap- 
proximately 160,000 Poles, about 
100,000 persons from the Baltic 
states—Latvia, Estonia and Lith- 
vania; 18,000 Yugoslavs and 170,- 
000 Jews,

LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Attlee, assuming the role 
of a fighting leader, is prepared 
to ask the House of Commons 
Monday for his first vote of con- 
fidence to crush decisively a re- 
volt in the Labor party against 
his foreign policy. 

An authoritative Government 
informant said today it was 
“quite probable” that Attlee would 
take this action to “show how 
small” is the vote of Laborite reb- 
els whose criticism of Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin has pre- 
cipitated a minor crisis in Gov- 
ernment ranks. 
| Whether Attlee will go to that 
extreme depends on the lengths 


ito which the rebels themselves 


carry Monday's discussion of for- 
|eign policy brought about by their 
iproposed amendment to the 
“King’s address,” which consti- 
tuted Attlee’s official declaration 
of policy for the 1946-47 parlia- 
mentary session. 
Bevin Said to Seek Vote. 
| (The United Press said Bevin 
‘in a telephone conversation with 
Attlee had demanded a vote of 
confidence. Bevin is in New 
| York attending th Big Four for- 
eign ministers’ conference.) 
Bevin's policies won an indorse- 


iment from his Conservative pre- 


decessor, Anthony Eden, who siad 
in a speech at Newcastle-on-Tyne 
|} today that Bevin is “pursuing the 
right course” in seeking to build 
up the authority of the United Na- 
tions and strengthen “the rule of 
law” between nations. 

Tom O'Brien, a Labor member 
of Parliament, roundly attacked 


|the parliamentary critics tonight, 
accusing them of behaving “like 
contemptible coterie of Comin- 


tern lickspittles” and “moral as- 
sassins” and said “we do not want 
an ‘affaire Wallace’ in Britain.” 

O’Brien, who is a member of the 
Trade Union Congress executive 
committee, said the action of the 
| “being misinter- 
| preted the world over.’ 
| The amendment signed by 58 
| Labor members of Parliament— 
five more signatures were added 
| since yesterday—demands a re 
|view of British foreign policy 
along socialist lines tied neither 
to American “free enterprise” nor 
to Soviet communism, 

Whether the actual amendment 
will be discussed appeared open 
to question. In announcing plans 
to continue general debate on the 
King’s speech, the House of Com- 
mons speaker said the subject of 
foreign policy would be discussed, 
and added: “If it should be found 
more convenient, I would be pre- 
pared to call the amendment.” 

This maneuver apparently placed 
the initiative in the hands of those 
who signed the amendment. In- 
formed parliamentary observers 
said the rebels do not want to 
press the matter to a vote. 

Strange Outcome Possible, 

If the amendment is debated, 
however, Attlee would have an op- 
portunity to demand a vote, and 
the count itself may have some 
strange results. 

The Conservatives, who gener- 
ally have voiced approval of 
Bevin's policies, might abstain in 
a purely intra-party fight. If the 
main rebel band holds back, one 
or two extremists—including pos- 
sibly the two Communists or the 
Independent Labor party member 
— could still call for a division 
which could have the possible re- 
sult of the Government winning 
by a margin of nearly 400 to only 
two or three, 

Minister of State Hector Mc- 
Neil has been selected to defend 
Bevin’s administration. Spokes- 
men for the rebels will be journal- 
ist R. H,. 8S. Crossman; J. Reeves, 
a trade union leader and member 
of the party’s national executive; 
and Sidney Silverman, frequent 
critic of the Government's Pales- 
tine policies.

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70 REICH MAYORS 
URGE EARLY PEACE 


‘All Our Efforts Senseless 
if We’re Not Given Ba- 
sis on Which We Can 


Proceed.’ 


STUTTGART, Germany, Nov. 16 
(AP)—Mayors of 70 German cities 
in the three western occupation 
zones appealed to the world today 
for an early peace settlement and 
for help in relieving Germany's 
economic plight. 


“The guns have been silent now 
for one and a half years, but noth- 
ing more than a weak silhouette 
becomes visible on the horizon of 
an actual legal termination of the 
state of war,” Dr. Arnole Klett, 
mayor of Stuttgart,. said in ad- 
dressing the closing session of a 
two-day conference. “All our ef- 
forts at reconstruction are sense- 
less if we are not given a basis on 
which we can proceed.” 

Klett and other speakers as- 
serted that a bad economic con- 
dition would result if dismantling 
of Germany’s remaining industry 
were carried too far, 

“The cities pore the brunt of the 
war, and they wilt also have to 
shoulder the main burdens of 
peace,” he said. 

Painting a picture of the war 
devastation of German , cities, 
Klett contended that “the misery 
of the population, as well as our 
responsibility for many millions of 
people, gives us a right to voice 


peace.” f 
De-Nazification Criticized, 
The Mayors’ appeal followed a 
similar plea Thursday by Rein- 
hold Maier, German Minister- 
President of Wuertemmberg- 


Baden, who also voiced the se- 
verest criticism of de-Nazification 
made yet by a high German of- 
ficial. Maier, addressing his state's 
constitutional convention in Stutt- 
gart, asserted the de-Nazification 
law should be changed, 

He urged the quick completion 
of a peace treaty with Germany, 
which he declared was being al- 
lowed now to “expiate in sack- 
cloth and ashes without hope for 
a better future.” He said Nuern- 


berg had established that not only

Maier said Americans wanted 
to punish more persons for 
Nazism than Germans felt were 
guilty. He took issue with Lt. 
Gen, Lucius D, Clay, deputy Amer- 
ican military governor, whd re- 
cently charged de-Nazification 
courts with “whitewashing” Nazis, 
and said the statement had left 
the German people feeling that 
“de-Nazification will never end.” 


“We've Done Our Task.” 


“We have done our task with 
energy, hereditary thoroughness 
and healthy common sense,” he 
asserted. 

Maier declared that military re- 
quirements forced the discharge 
from responsible posts of “every 
Nazi party member, regardless of 
his date of entrance and even of- 
ten without regard of his position 
in the party,” even though the 
German people considered a small- 
er group punishable. 

He called for abolition of the 
rule classifying as voluntary Nazis 
all who joined the party before 
May 1937, and of the requirement 
that every convicted Nazi must 
carry a note on his conviction on 
his identity card. 

Meanwhile, 
government officers at Frankfurt 
were investigating the ddmaging 
of the automobiles of two Ger- 
man de-Nazification workers and 
the home of a third. They said 
the incidents apparently were in 
protest against the de-Nazification 
program and the current trial of 
Wilhelm K. Gerst, publisher of 
the Frankfurter Runsdshau, 
}charged with issuing propaganda 
under Adolf Hitler. 

Investigators said a Frankfurt 
de-Nazification court prosecutor 
had been threatened by telephone 
and his automobile tires had been 
punctured, automobile windows 
of the head of the de-Nazification

been broken since Gerst's arrest.

I2JAILED FOR DEFYING 
ANTESTRIKE ORDER 


90-Day to Six-Month Sen- 
tences—Total of $4598 
in Fines. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 16 
(AP)—Twelve men involved in a 
cafe strike were denied bond and 
sent to jail under 90-day to six- 
month sentences today on charges 
that they violated ‘court orders 
against picketing and continuing 
the strike. 

Circuit Judge Richard V. Evans, 
who said he was without authority 
to fix appeal bonds, also levied 
fines totaling $4598 against the 12. 

Commenting in advance of AFL 
officers, one of whose union affili- 
ates was involved, Caréy Haigler, 
regional CIO director, said he re- 
garded the court action “a direct 
threat to all labor.” 

Judge Evans ordered that two 
of the 12—Carl Hacker and George 
Hardwick, officials of the AFL 
Culinary Workers Union—be held 
in the county jail until “they call 
off the strike which they and 
others called against the Green- 
wood Cafe on Sept. 6, 1946, and 
until further orders of the court.” 

Six-month jail sentences were 
given Hacker and Hardwick, to 
begin after they have complied 
with the court order to call off 
the strike. 

The other 10, charged with 
illegally picketing the cafe on Oct. 
12, were sentenced to 90 days in 


jail. -

Hence the long conferences at 
the Capitol with such articulate 
spokesmen as speaker-prospective 
Martin and Senator Taft sparring 
with the reporters who are eager 
to inform the public what it is 
likely to get for its ballots.

Outlook on Majority Leader.

FORD STRIKE. THREAT 


OVER HEALTH’ ENDS 


Union Leaders Back Plan for 
Negotiating on 
Issues. 


DETROIT, Nov. 16 (AP)—The 
possibility of a strike at the Foru 
Motor Co.’s big Rouge plant over 
the so-called “health hazard” dis- 
pute was eliminated today. 

Thomas Thompson, president of 
the CIO United Auto Workers’ 
Ford Local 600, announced union 
heads would recommend approval 
of an agreement at a membership 
meeting tomorrow. The plant 
employs 65,000 men currently. 

The membership meeting, orig- 
inally called for a formal strike 
vote, will be given a proposal un- 
der which all health fssues will 
be submitted to company-union 
negotiators, Thompson said. If 
negotiators are unable to agree 
after 15 days, the question will go 
to the Ford-union contract's im- 
partial umpire. 

There was no statement from 
the company. 

After open hearth department 
workers went on an unauthorized 
strike in October, the company 
fired one Man and suspended 17 
others for periods of two to three 
weeks. Strikers objected to use 
of sodium fluoride in steel-mak- 
ing, contending it perilled their 
health, 

Ford charged the contract was 
violated in a wildcat strike and 
asserted its disciplinary action 
was taken under “union responsi- 
bility” terms of the agreément. 

Heads of Local 600 demanded 
immediate reinstatement of the 
men on threat of a strike—over 
that point and the “health” issue 
—and filed a 30-day strike notice. 

Subsequently the UAW interna- 
tional stepped into the picture 
and the union withdrew the dis- 
ciplining of the 18 men as an is- 
sue, agreeing to a company pro- 
posal to submit it to the umpire.

A Good Beginning.

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Plan Is That Force Should Be 
Ready to Take Field Within 
Year After Mobilization; 
Success of Program De- 
pends on Adoption of Uni- 
versal Military Training.

the. nation moves into its second post- 
war year, the War Department is going 
into high gear with a carefully prepared 
long-range. program for a peacetime mill- 
tary establishment, in the development of 
which the so-called civilian components of 
the Army will be emphasized. 


If another war should occur the Army |}: 


plans to have 4,500,000 trained men under 
arms within a year after its outbreak. Of 
these, half a million would be regular troops, 
about 625,000 national guardsmen and the 
rest, some 3,375,000 officers and men, from 
organized reserve units, While the Army's 
authorized strength, beginning next July 1, 


has been announced as 1,070,000, about half 
of these, 525,000, are slated for overseas 


duty as occupation troops as long as needed, 


In its long range planning the War Depart- 
ment assumes an ultimate reduction of over- 
seas strength and a permanent standing 
army of only half a million. 


Plans for the National Guard call for a 
strength nearly double that before the war, 
but its organization, including 27 divisions 
and 27 air groups, will be muth along old- 
established lines. It is in the organized re- 
serve, forming as it will the backbone of 
any future wartime force, that the War 
Department is planning the greatest expan- 
sion. The purpose of this article is to de- 


| scribe how the Army is going about this job 


of organizing more than 3,000,000 men into 
a force ready to take the field within a year 
after mobilization-day, with many of them 
actually ready for service on M-day or short- 
ly thereafter. Emphasis will be on reserve 
plans for St. Louis and Missouri, but these 
are indicative of what is going on in every 
city and state of the country. 


Enlisted Reserve 
Was Paper Organization. 


At the outset of World War II the or- 
ganized reserve consisted almost exclusively 
of reserve officers—about 125,000 of them. 
The Enlisted Reserve Corps was a paper 
organization, its only members being a few 
former Regular Army enlisted men. Most 
of the officers were the products of college 
reserve officer training corps units, the rest 
former officers of the First World War, 


| former regular officers and Regular Army 


enlisted men holding reserve commissions, 
When war came these reserve officers were 
called to active duty and, with the regulars, 
became the nucleus of the much larger of- 
ficer corps necessary to lead the country’s 
vast army. 

This arrangement, the War Department 
has decided, will not do in event of another 
war. As Col, Glen R. Townsend, officer in 
charge of the Missouri Military District, told 
the writer: “Should war come to us again— 
as it has come twice within a generation— 
it requires no great foresight to realize that 
it will, in all probability, come with little 
or no warning. We will be fortunate if 
we are given a few months in which to 
mobilize our resources. Potentially today 
we are the most powerful nation in the 
world, but unless we can bring our manpow- 
er into action quickly, and our immense ma- 
terial resources to bear, we may never be 
given the opportunity to use them.” 

With the organized reserve expected in 
the first year of war to furnish more than 
three times the numbers provided by the 
Regular Army and National Guard combined, 
Col. Townsend asserted, “the organized re- 
serve must be what its name implies—an 
ORGANIZED reserve, Furthermore, it must 
be a trained reserve. And in part it must 
be equipped in readiness to take the field. 


A Six-Year Program 
To Attain Objective. 


“It must provide those. units which, due 
to. limited numbers, are lacking in the Regu- 
lar Army and National Guard but will be 
required to form a balanced force on M-day. 
It must have other units whose training can 
be completed within a few months. Finally 
it must provide ‘the organizational frame- 
work for all the remaining units needed.” 

To attain the objective of having a really 
organized reserve establishment, the War 
Department has promulgated “an elaborate 
six-year program which is now getting under 
way at all levels of command. Only recently 
reserve officers in Missouri received commu- 
nications from Col, Townsend's office asking 
that they designate the type of unit to which

they wished to be assigned. The first two 
years of the‘ six-year program will bé de- 
voted to perfecting the reserve organization; 
the next four to progressive stages of train- 
ing to include training at the division level. 
At the end of the six years the objective will 
be to maintain units and personnel at the 
state of readiness which will then have been 
reached. 

Three general classes of reserve units are 
being organized, known as A, B and C units, 
the designations indicating the relative eom- 
pleteness of organization and training in- 
tended to beAfeached. Class A units will 
have full complements of officers, enlisted 
men and equipment on a _ peace-strength 
basis; class B will have full officer strength 
and cadré, or skeleton, enlisted stréngth, 
with some equipment, and class C will com- 
prise units at 80 per cent officer strength, 
without enlisted personnel or equipment. 

The class A units will be broken down 
further into A-1, 
only, which will be ready for active opera- 
tions on mobilizations day, and A-2, combat 
units which, while available for duty on M- 
day, will require from tree to five months 
for further training and hardening. Class 
B units, of both combat and service type, 
will require from three to six months to fill 
their enlisted ranks, obtain complete equip- 
ment and finish off their training, while C 
units, also combat and service, will require 
from six months to a year. 


More Than Million 
Wanted for Air Forces. 


Information on the anticipated strength of 
the Army Air Forces a year after mobiliza- 
tion begins has not been made available, but 
Ground Forces plans call for 1,732,000 
trained men from reserve units: \p_service 
on M-day plus 360 days. This represents a 
rise from a peacetime strength of 814,000 
officers and men available on M-day. The 
table below gives a breadown’ of figures 
among the classes of units:

It Is 
planned to form them within particular in- 
dustries and activities, such as medical units 
in civilian hospitals, signal units in com- 
munication companies. 

All organizations formed under the pro- 
gram will, at the outset, be in the C cate- 
gory, with only officer personnel assigned.

The G.O.P. Makes a Start 


However much certain aspects of the Repub- 
lican proposals may be questioned, the perform- 
ance of the party’s congressional leadérs last 
week was all to their credit. House and Senate 
Steering Committees met separately and drew 
up tentative programs. Then the two commit- 
tees undertook to work out a set of co-ordinated 
proposals. The intention is to have a definite 
program approved for both branches of Congress 
well before the new session meets. 

It is clear from this that the Republicans yight- 
ly recognize their overwhelming victary as im- 
posing a heavy responsibHity on them, even 
though the presidency and the executive depart- 
ments remain in the hands of the Democrats, It 
is equally clear that they choose to assume this 
responsibility not as a conglomeration of indi- 
viduals but as a party. 

This is a happy contrast to the pre-election 
prospect that the Republican opposition would 
avoid taking on its sharetof the responsibility 
were it to wi congressional majorities. Not a 
little of their campaigning suggested that Repub- 
licans would spend most of their time pointing 
to 1948, leaving it to the harassed Truman Ad- 
ministration to carry on meantime under in- 
creased difficulties. There was, for example, 
nothing in the Republican campaign in Missouri 
to indicate that the party would begin serious 
work on a detailed legislative program the week 
following the election. 

So much for the commendable general aspects 
of the Republican deliberations. The one spe- 
cific proposal which naturally has attracted most 
attention is the House group’s call for a 20 per 
cent across-the-board reduction in federal indi- 
vidual income taxes. Representative Martin of 
Massachusetts, Speaker-to-be, says that such a 
saving to taxpayers can be achieved at the same 
time the current budget is balanced and pay- 
ments are begun on the national debt. 

Seeing is believing. In any case, the Repub- 
licans themselves are not as yet agreed on this. 
The House group cites the party’s performance 
in the 1920s as evidence that a cut in tax rates 
can so encourage business that revenues will be 
greatly increased. Senator Taft, on the other 
hand, says that a reduction in expenditures is of 
equal importance; he is right in saying that the 
two go together. . 

The House group promises labor legislation 
which will be “constructive but emphatically not 
punitive.” This is pretty general but it can be 
taken to mean the introduction of bills signaliz- 
ing the end of the long honeymoon which labor 
has enjoyed under the New Deal. Since organ- 
ized labor generally has refused to assume right- 
ful responsibilities and has opposed efforts to 
curb its excesses, labor has only itself to’blame 
for the restrictive measures which are in the 
offing. There can be no question that one of 
the things people voted against is the public-be- 
damned attitude which spawned the wildcat 
electric power strike in St. Louis. 

In proposing a constitupional amendment to 
limit presidential tenure to two four-year terms, 
the Republicans renew a pledge of the 1944 cam- 
paign. It is to their credit that they do not con- 
veniently forget it now that their fortunes are on 
the upswing. How much approval such an amend- 
ment will evoke remains to be seen. Certainly 
the people did not balk at a third term in 1940 
or a fourth term four years later. There is no 
urgency about the issue in any event. An amend- 
ment much more to be desired is one that would 
protect the:country against, the possibility of 
more minority-elected presidents under the out- 
moded Electoral College. 

We have already commended the Republicans 
on their stand for a full trial for the Congres- 
sional Reorganization Act. Since both Senate 
and House groups are on record here, this nota- 
ble reform is due for a fair start. 

All in all, the leaders of the new Congress, no 
less than President Truman, are making a good 
beginning on their common problem. There are 
rocks ahead, as Walter Lippmann says, and the 
possibility of a stalemate cannot be ruled out. 
But two weeks after the election the prospect is 
better than most people had hoped. 
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Washington Takes a Hand 

It is good news that the FBI has been directed 
by Attorney General Clark to investigate the 
killing of William Howard by Patrolman Nigge- 
mann of St. Louis. Too many people in the com- 
munity are not satisfied that justice has been 
served by the proceedings thus far. No amount 
of investigation will bring back Howard's life 
but present doubts as to the necessity for its 
forfeit can and should be cleared up under the 
law.

The 
Missouri River States Committee, a political 
trumpet for the Pick-Sloan plan, had it all fixed 
to assail President Truman’s public works cur- 
tailment, The Chief of Army Engineers and 
the Reclamation Commissioner were present; this 
barrel of pork is theirs to hand out.

I wonder if we’re not drifting into what 
may be termed a high-pressure method of 
proceeding akainst the President and Con-

resolution of this kind. It should be given 

freedom 68 action for the good of the coun- 
ry 

In a time of labor and materials shortage and 
inflationary Federal budgets, his act was as right 
as it was high-minded. And though the pork- 
hungry will attack it, and though there is no 
reason to believe that political considerations 
were in. the Governor’s mind, it was also good 
long-run politics. That is because Missourians 
increasingly realize that if the Pick-Sloan con- 
trivance proceeds, it will degtroy much greater 
agricultural, conservation and recreation assets 
than it will replace with flood control and navi- 
gation works. 

The Missouri Farmers’ Association and some 
others have known that from the outset. The 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce’s Agricultural 
Committee begins to sense it in a new report 
finding fault with Missouri aspects of the plan. 
Gov. Donnelly has shown wholesome Missouri 
skepticism throughout, , 

To be sure, there are some who still delude 


themselves that Pick-Sloan can be “adapted” to 
give larger benefits. Of course it cannot, because 
its statutory authority and the vision of its con- 
trivers cover only river engineering. Only under 
a broad-scale Missouri Valley Authority can Mis- 
souri hope for a full gain, and more and more 
people know it.

Someone should call the attention of John L.

The Bermuda Women's Political Association is 
complaining about the brevity of the clothing 
worn by American tourists.

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/ Politics and Hunger 

The United States’s rejection of UN-FAO’s 
idea of a world food board discourages hope that 
UN will take up world food relief where UNRRA 
will leave off-in Europe at the end of the year 
and in the Far East three months later. Acting 
Secretary of State Acheson’s indication that the 
Government will oppose UNRRA Director Gen- 
eral LaGuardia’s proposal for UN to supply $400,- 
000,000 for food relief adds to the gloomy picture. 

Food has been politics with the Russians all 
along. Russia was playing politics with food when 
it offered 600,000 tons of grain just before the 
French elections of May, 1945. It is. playing 
politics with food now in Austria, grinding down 
middle-class opposition with hunger. It is play- 
ing politics with food in its zone of Germany, as 
Dr. Karl Brandt, who was an agricultural con- 
sultant for the Weimar Republic, reports in the 
current Saturday Evening Post. “As I .see it,” 
he writes. “the question of enough food for Ger- 
many is of primary importance to all Europe 
and hence to us in America.” Russia is starving 
out opposition and wooing support by the 
promise of food under Communism. 

Now the United States, with Britain joining in, 
has thrown cold water on world co-operation 
in food relief, though President Truman told 
Congress no longer than a year ago that if world 
co-operation fails in that sphere it may be 
doomed in all spheres. Has the country aban- 
doned internationalism for nationalism in food 
relief, while half the world still faces the dread 
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* spectres of malnutrition and actual starvation? 
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Hot Spot for Democrats 

The Republican maneuver against re-admitting 
Theodore G. Bilbo to the Senate is a very shrewd 
political act. If Democrats oppose it, they will 
help future Republican candidates in closely 
contested states where Negroes, Jews and many 
other people hate everything that Bilbo stands 
for, But if some Democrats support it, there 
will be more ill-feeling between their reaction- 
ary and liberal wings, providing the Republicans 
with further spectacles of Democratic division 
to hold up to public view. 

The dilemma is still more uncomfortable be- 
cause, through alphabetical accident, Democrats 
could halt the maneuver. Holdover Democrats 
will be a majority of those voting when the mo- 
tion comes up for Bilbo to stand aside while 
charges of personal corruption and electoral ir- 
regularity are considered. The motion will fail 
without some Democratic support. | 

In all probability, those like Overton, Cotton 
Elmer Thomas and fellow-demagogue O'Daniel 
will vote to spare Bilbo an investigation, But 
what about such men as Downey, Hill, Lucas, 
Taylor and Elbert Thomas?

Among the many definitions of poetry, 

there is one by Samuel Johnson that fits 
the verse of Phyllis McGinley. “Poetry,” 
aays Johnson, “is the art of uniting 
pleasure with truth by calling imagination 
to the help of reason. ... The essence of 
poetry is invention; such invention as, 
by producing something unexpected, sur- 
prises and delights.” 

Phyllis McGinley writes of her family, of 
affairs of daily living, of certain aspects 
of the social scene, of news items which 
stimulate her imagination and invention. 
These verses show the author as an engag- 
ing person who tells about her husband, 
Oliver Ames, and his propensity to repeat 
jokes in: “This One’s About Two Irishmen.”

Bhe tells of her plain suburban house, 
the village where she dwells, the neighbors 
whom she likes, We hear her crisp com- 
ments on marvels of modern science—“All 
God's Chillun Got Helicopters”; on ani- 
mated pop-up books, in the charming “Plea 
in a Children’s Book Shop”; on bachelors 
and baby sitters and pets. (She doesn’t

Decay of the City 


CITIES ARE ABNORMAL, edited by Eimer T. Petersen. 
(University of Oklahoma Press, Nerman, Otle.) 
Attacks on the city are ag old as the city. 

The excessive centralization trend has al- 

ways been deplorable in any aspect of life. 

To be sure, rural enthusiasts sometimes in- 

vent evils for the city and virtues for the 

country, but the case, in general, stands. 

The cities are noisy. They smell bad. 
Most inhabitants must live too close to 
neighbors and their own families. They 
fail to reproduce their own numbers, Most 
of them live in constant dread of unem- 
ployment or loss of earning power. With 
excessive urbanization, civilizations have 
regularly grown feeble and fallen. 

Such is the burden of a symposium edited 
by Elmer T, Petérson, associate editor of 
the Oklahoma City Oklahoman—plus some 
related matters including the need for more 
manufacturing in rural regions and the 
soil-wasting exploitation of country by city. 

. . . 


Taken altogether, the argument lacks the 
united social view of “I'll Take My Stand,” 
the Southern Agrarian manifesto, and the 
inescapable logic of “Who Owns America?” 
the distributist plea for wider ownership 
of property. It trains on no target so clear 
as the North’s tariff exploitation of the 
South in Walter Prescott Webb’s “Divided 
We Stand.” It reaches no clear remedial 
program to compare with TVA’s attacks 
on regional freight-rate discrimination. 

Instead, in so far as the 12 authors have 
a common remedy, it is to spread the cities 
out so that citizens can live in quiet, with 
the security of “one foot in the soil.” But 
how to accomplish it? And is it enough? 

Deficient though the total- weight thus is, 
several individual contributions are exce)- 
lent analysis. Joseph Forman, an Ohio 
physician, shows how shockingly city life 
damages physical and psychic health. Ed- 
itor Peterson adds that urban insecurity 
breeds political weaklings who look to bu- 
reaucrats or dictators for wet-nursing. Po- 
lit.cal Scientist H. C. Nixon of Vanderbilt 
shows the decline of local and international 
politics at the very time national govern- 
ment was growing most. 

* ~ * 

Paul B. Sears, the eminent Oberlin bot- 
anist, brilliantly expounds the vital—but 
too often poorly explained—truth that 
man’s and the city’s “conquest of nature” 
is a deadly delusion. Novelist Louis Brom- 
field states his familiar views. Ladd Hay- 
stead, Fortune's farm reporter, lists tech- 
nological improvements to make rural life 
easier and more productive, Demographer 
Warren 8S. Thompson tells how few atomic 
bombs it would take to kill millions of us 
and enslave the rest unless we had méan- 
while decentralized. 

Excepting two or three other contribu- 
tors who are longer on dogma than proof, 
the work Is good analysis of why urban- 
ism is faulty. Only there is much greater 
need now for thinkera who can draw the 
profit-and-loss budget of reform and win 
its adoption.

Positive efforts , la’ teu 
erance range from state-w’ e anti- 
discrimination acts protecting 
every citizen's right to hold a job 
to such purely local projects as 
the work of an Oklahoma City 
Y.W.C.A. to accustom Nezroes and 
whites to wo-king together within 
the organization. 

These efforts involve aot only 
Negroes, but Jews, nisei and other 
racial and religious groups. They 
range from nation-wide drives 
eonducted by such organizationr 
at the Nationa] Conference of 
Christian: and Jews and the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People to 
individual community -efforts to 
combat a particular local problem. 

The “Detroit experiment,” for 
example, started as the result of 
a 1943 race riot in which 35 died, 
and branched. out into a city pro- 
ject spearheaded by the city- 
financed inter - racial committee, 
working through schools, business 
groups and other civic organiza- 
tions, 

“The Trend of the Times.” 

Similar projects around the 
country are characteristic of what 
is called “the trend of the times,” 
by Dr. Clyde Miller, associate pro- 
fessor at Teachers’ College in New 
York and speaker for the League 
For Fair Play. 

“There is a growing feeling on 
the part of just ordinary citizens,” 
he says, “that intergroup (racial 
and religious) antagonisms vio- 
late the principles on which our 
American democracy js founded, 
and violate the ethics of all the 


their Negro classmates. The sing- 
er also appeared in a_ special 
movie short called “The House I 
Live In” and received a special 
Academy award in 1945 for his 
performance, 


Also working primarily with 
teen-agers is Jules Rubenstein, a 
New York dress manufacturer, 
who for a year and a half has 
been sponsoring weekly coast-to- 
coast radio meetings called the 
“Teentimers Club,” addressed by 
such well-known juvenile heroes 
as Sinatra, Jack Dempse; and 
Joe Louis. 
State Legislation. 

On the state jevel, legislative 
action has been taken in four 
states. New York, Massachusetts 
and New Jersey have anti-discrim- 
ination, or fair employment prac- 
tices laws in operation, Minne- 
sota has an equal rights law en- 
, acted in 1885 and recently broad- 
/ened to prevent discriminations 
arising from national origins or 
religion. 


Lobbying for a fair employment 
law has been going on for sev- 
eral years in Oregon where such 
organizations as the League of 
Women Voters questions candi- 
dates on their veiw of FEPC and 
indorses them accordingly. Chi- 
cago has a local ordinance en- 
forced by a Civil Rights Bureau 
modeled after the United States 
Department of Justice Civil Rights 
Bureau,

Forces of Bigotry Mobilize. 

There are still] Ku Klux Klians, 
an increasing number of them, 
save Dr. Miller, who points out 
that with more people fighting 
intolerance the forces of bigotry 
are bound to mobilize to fight 
back—not merely against efforts 
to further Negro-white relations, 
“but against peace and unity 
among various religious groups as 
well, 

In Georgia, where the outgoing 
administration of Gov. Ellis Arnall 
has been making renewed efforts 
to stamp out the revived Klan, a 
new uniformed secret society ded- 
icated to white supremacy has 
sprung up in Atlanta. The self- 
atyled anti-Negro, anti-Jewish 
group, chartered as Columbians, 
Inc., to work for a “progressive 
white community,” claims 1000 
members who wear a “red flash” 
shoulder patch on semi-military 
uniforms. The state took vigorous 
gteps to revoke the organization's 
charter after several of its mem- 
bers were arrested on charges of 
“inciting to riot” in connection 
with anti-Negro disturbances. 

Most of the tolerance victories 
wo far have been achieved on the 
estate or community level, with 
+ tnation-wide legislation still very 
much in the formative stage. Vari- 
ous groups are urging repassage 
of the national Emergency Fair 
Employment Practices Act which 
Japsed this year when the com- 
mission was voted no more money, 
It will be brought up again be- 
fore the new Congress. . 

The anti-lynching bill has been 
Before Congress on and off for 10 
years, and probably will come up 
again. So will bills to prohibit dis- 
eriminatory leasing of housing 
projects aided by federal funds, 
against segregation of job appli- 
cants in the United States Em- 
ployment Service offices, 
outlaw: “Jim Crow” practices in 
interstate travel. All these bills, 
however, are still very much in 
the future. 

National Organizations. 

Operating on the national plane 
are such private organizations as 
the League For Fair Play, the 
Urban League, the Union For 
Democratic Action and various 
branches of the Y.M.C.A. and 
YW.C.A. Primarily these groups 
supply speakers to interested or- 
ganizations, circulate literature on 
racial and religious tolerance and 
work with other groups to pro- 
mote good will. 

Unique in its approach is the 
American Council on Race Rela- 
tions which recently conducted a 


which would. have prevented ra- 
cial, religious or nationalist dis- 
crimination as a condition of em- 
ployment or membership in a labor 
union. In Alabama, a constitution- 
al amendment admittedly de- 
signed to make it more difficult 
for Negroes to vote by tightening 
up voter qualifications was ap- 
proved by a close margin in a 
referendum vote. 


State-wide tolerance efforts in- 
clude the activities of such groups 
as Maryland's Congress Against 
Discrimination, Minnesota's Ameri 
can OFBYFOR (taken from key 
words of Lincoln's “of the people, 
by the people, for the people) Cor- 
poration for boys of 15 and over 
who sign “no prejudice” applica- 
tions; and California’s University 
Religious Conference, a corpora- 
tion chartered in 1928 which pro- 
motes educational activities and 
sponsors an _ inter-racial, inter- 
religious summer camp for young- 
sters. Texas has a Good Neigh- 
bor Commission, organized to im- 
prove relationships between 
Angle Americans and Latin 
Americans within the state. 


Similar projects on a regional 
basis include the Southern Re- 
gional Council, organized twaq 
years ago to implement the ideas 
and instructions growing out of 
the Conference of Southern Ne- 
groes, the Conference of South- 
ern Whites, and the -Conference 
of Negroes and Whites; the south- 
ern conference for human wel- 
ware, which since 1938 has worked 
to build a more democratic 
south; the Fellowship of Southern 
Churchmen; the Association of 
Georgia Women for the Preven- 
tion of Lynching: the Pacific 
Coast Council on Intercultural Ed- 
ucation, which works through the 
public schools, and t Council 
for Civie Unity, which? operated 
on the adult education level. 


Projects Successful in Cites. 


The fight to mobilize good will 
apparently has been particularly 
successful in individual localities. 
The success of the famous 
“Springfield Plan” to combat in- 
tolerance, for example, has en- 
couraged other cities to start simi- 
lar projects — among them Ne- 
wark, N. J., Pittsburgh, Pa., Cin- 
cinnati, Portland, Ore.

Several municipalities have 
made special efforts to train their 
policemen to understand and cope 
with delicate inter-racial situa- 
tions. In Youngstown, O., for ex- 
ample, 23 members of the police 
force recenthy were given 
thorough instruction in dealing 
with these difficulties in a special 
program devised by the American 
Council on Race Relations. Police 
have received similar training in 
Richmond, Calif., Minneapolis, De- 
troit, and San Francisco, where 
the Ku Klux Klan charter, inci- 
dentally, finally has been revoked. 

The remaining tolerance pro- 
jects scattered around the coun- 
try are for the most part in- 
dividual campaigns differing in 
approach, In Washington, a re- 
cent ruling from Secretary of La- 
bor Schwellenbach outlaws segre- 
gation in District of Columbia 
United States Employment Service 
offices. Round tables, discussion 
groups and forums are held fre- 
quently, and supplied with speak- 
ers from various interested organi- 
zations, Both Columbus, .Ga., and 
Phenix, Ala., have city religious 
councils to foster religious under- 
standing. 

Some cities like Baltimore have 
private groups to better inter-ra- 
cial relations, although a little 
theater producer who recently 
tried operating on a non-segrega- 
tion basis there was forced to 
close because whites generally re- 
fused to attend. Louisville's com- 
mittee recently was disbanded for 
lack of funds, 

Noteworthy Projects.” 


Particularly noteworthy projects 
include the Civic Unity Confer- 
ence, in Portland, Ore., offspring 
of a union of young Democrats 
and young Republicans to combat 
intolerance. Portland's outstand- 
ing problem is the employment 
situation, intensified by a wartime 
influx of some 20,000 Negroes to 
the shipyards in the war, and a 
current Negro population of about 
11,000, compared with a prewar 
2000. Portland also has a confer- 
ence for civic unity, but lacks a 
civil rights law, which was de- 
feated in the last Legislature aft- 
er a bitter fight. 

Des Moines reports a small, but 
significant victory in the appoint- 
ment of its first regular Negro 
teacher, Chicago's Council Against 
Racial and Religious Discrimina- 
tion ig urging colleges and univer- 
sities to drop quota admissions for 
Negro and Jewish students, and 
funds have been appropriated to 
investigate a similar situation in 
New York. San Diego believes it 
is the first to have a city-spon- 
sored survey of inter-group rela- 
tions made by the American Coun- 
cil of Race Relations at the city’s 
request. 

All these projects, national, state 
and local, combine to produce an 
avtitude which Dr. Miller calls the 
realization o1 the need for unity 
now, even when the war is over. 

“Even the most conservative 
people,” he says, “see that Ameri- 
can influence in the world cannot 
be effective if we violate our de- 
mocracy at home.” 


Inter-Racial Committee Leads 
Tolerance Drive Here. 

The fight against racial and re- 
ligious intolerance in St. Louis is 
spearheaded by an Inter-Racia) 
Committee of more than 70 rep- 
resentatives of civic, church, labor 
and industrial organizations ap- 
pointed by Mayor Kaufmann three 
years ago, and by the St. Louis 
Round Table of the Nationa Con 
ference of Christians and Jews. 

Both organizations have urged 
harmony between the races and 
have taken many practical steps 
to bring it about through encour, 
agement of public forums and 
other mediums designed to pro- 
mote mutual understanding. So 
effectively has the _ inter-racial 
committee functioned that war- 
time rumors of racial trouble, 
which caused disaffection in some 
cities, were quickly dispelled here 
and shown to be without basis in 
fact. 

The most recent activity of the 
St. Louis Round Table, which is 
directed by L. K. Bishop, was to 
sponsor the first interfaith meet- 
ing of Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish women ever held in 8t. 
Louis. The program was arranged 
in cooperation with the St. Louis 
Section of the National Council of 
Jewish Women. 


French Reds’ Bid for Premiership 
Regarded as a Bargaining Move 


Communists Seek to Take Over Foreign Of- 
fice and Have Confirmed Existing Hold 
on Interior Ministry, Observers Say.

PARIS, Nov. 16 (By Radio). 


N the view of experienced observers, American as well as Parisian, 
the ukase demanding the premiership which was issued by Mau- 
rice Thorez is far from conclusive evidence that the French Com- 


munists believe the hour has struck as yet for taking over the 


government of the Republic. 


On the contrary, it is interpreted in 


these quarters as another example of the tactic of snatching at 
everything in sight with the purpose of “compromising” in the end 
on things which are really desired. 


What the Gallic Muscovites 
want more than all else is said to 
be control of the Foreign and In- 
terior ministries. American on- 
lookers accept with a shrug of res- 
ignation the prospect of a Com- 
munist Minister of the Interior, 
though this office entails com- 
mand of the police—both metro- 
politan and provincial—the sup- 
port of which would be decisive in 
any insurrection. Such a change, 
it is argued, would simply give of- 
ficial confirmation to an existing 
fact. Thanks to its skill in the 
process of infiltration, the Com- 
munist party is declared to have 
possessed for some time integral 
control of the French police. 

But American informants look 
with unconcealed digmay on the 
chance that a Communist may 
soon become Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, This would mean the first 
ominous step, they maintain, to- 
ward converting French diplomacy 
into a blind tool of the Kremlin. 

Power of Communists. 

Two reasons are advanced in 
support of the theory -- which’ 
events may, of course, prove fal- 
lacious—that the Communist party 
is not prepared at the moment to 
assume responsibility for the rule 
of France. 

The first is that it had ample 
means for accomplishing this very 
end, but failed to use them, prior 
to the recent election in which the 
Communists emerged .as_ the 
strongest single party in France, 
though by no means the majority 


oa 
ile the United States military 
establishment was in full being on 
the Continent, French Communists 
were compélied to retreat under- 
ground except for furtive endeav- 
ors to kindle ill will against Amer- 
ican soldiers among the French 
populace. With the homeward 
stampede of this force they left 
cover and exerted. themselves with 
such success that today they are 
masters not only of the police but 
of the French air forces, 
Nominally they share control of 
the French Army on a fifty-fifty 
basis with the organization which 


was relegated by the election to| 


second rank in the state. That is 
the Catholic Party or Popular Re- 
publican movement, known for 
short as M.R.P, However, the 
M.R.P. Minister of War is re- 
garded as sO weak a personage 
that the Communists trample him 
underfoot at will. By lifting one 
hand they could possess them- 
selves of the principal barracks 
and military formations, Since the 
fleet was scuttled at Toulon, the 
French Navy has ceased to exist. 
It was and it remains in the 
power of French Communists to 
grasp the sovereignty of the Re- 
public through a bloodless coup 
d'etat, by dint of a few more tele- 
phone calls. 
French Economic Crisis. 

The second reason for the Com- 
munists’ absténtion is found in the 
economic crisis in France. During 
the next few months the nominal 
head of the state is bound to suf- 
fer innumerable slings and arrows 
of outrageous fortune. For the 
role of scapegoat the Communists 
may logically prefer their at 
important adversary, Georges Bi- 
dault, chief of M.R.P. and Interim 
President of the Council of Minis- 
ters, 

The nature of the crisis ¢s ‘- 
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lustrated by the preposterous ait- 
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uation of the French franc. It has 
been artifically pegged at 120 to 
the dollar, but one cannot walk a 
block in Paris without being im- 
portuned by half a dozen hawkers. 
They generally start by offering 
200 francs for a dollar. With a 
reasonable amount of haggling 
the figure may be increased to 
320. 

As a result the cost of living has 
risen to murderous heights. In 
vain the treasury has deluged the 
commonwealth with billions of 
francs in printing press money, 

‘The countryside has ample food- 
stuffs but farmers prefer to let 
their potatoes rot rather than ex- 
change them for well-figh worth- 
less currency. If you are equipped 
to spend $60 to $75 a day for 
meals you can subsist in Paris at 
prewar luxury standards. The 
chief beneficiaries are the new 
French aristocracy of black 
market profiteers. They are as 
vulgar and fantastic as the ob- 
scene nabobs who during prohi- 
bition swarmed up from the 
American depths. 

Spot for Totalitarian Move, 

There is no party strong and 
bold enough to attempt a realistic 
devaluation, In effect, the Ministry 
of Finance has surrendered this 
function to the black market. The 
strength of the Communist party 
lies in the fact that it offers a 
solution for this tragic dilemma. 
It is the reorganization of the 
national economy on a totalitarian 
basis. 

Under the chieftainship of Deon 
Blum, the French. Socfilist party 
appears to be definitely on the 
way out. Thanks to the classic 
political folly of Gen. .Charles de 
Gaulle, the Popular Republicans 
have become seriously demoral- 
ized. 

Behind the French Communists 

stands the Soviet Army, which 
the downfall of Germany and the 
withdrawal of British-American 
troops have raised into the Conti- 
nent’s overwhelming military 
ower. 
If today there remain on earth 
some vestiges of peace; if traces 
of the liberal way of life still 
survive in Europe; if the Russians 
at this moment ‘are not at the 
Dardanelles and on the Rhine or 
in Paris itself—then there is one 
cause and one only, in the opinion 
of authoritative students of world 
affairs. This is American posses- 
sion of the atomic bomb.

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Latte Americas 
Vexed by Lack 
Of U.S. Goods 


Say They Can’t Get 
Rail and _ Indus- 
trial Equipment as 
Promised.

UR Latin American neighbors 
Qe becoming more and more 

annoyed because they can't 
buy in the United States enough 
of the scarce goods which they 
direly need, 

Latin American diplomats and 
official visitors and trade repre- 
sentatives visit this country in 
large numbers to try to place or- 
ders for exports. One hears more 
and more complaints that the 
United States is failing in its Good 


Neighbor policy at a time when 
a good neighbor is sorely needed. 


These Latin Americans also ac- 
cuse the government of not liv- 
ing up to wartime promises to as- 
sist them in reconstruction, 

This is the chief source of con- 
troversy today on the Latin Amer- 
ican diplomatic front. 


Need for Replacements. 


No one questions the Latin 
Americans’ urgent need for num- 
erous scarce items. Many of the 
countries halted all their pro- 
grams for public improvements 
and industrialization to aid in the 
war. They devoted their full na- 
tional resources to multiplying 
their production of oil, tin, copper 
and other strategic materials. 

Their railroads, vehicles, textile 
machinery and other’ capital 
equipment were overworked and 
nearly worn out, Consumer goods 
grew scarce, causing much popu- 
lar dissatisfaction. \ 


They patiently bided their time. 
Sumner Welles and his United 
States delegation to the conference 
at Rio de Janeiro in 1942 promised 
them special consideration after 
the war. . 

At the Inter-American Confer- 
ence in Mexico City in March 
1945, the following resolution was 
passed, with United States ap- 
proval: 


“As soon as the war demand 
diminishes or ceases, the natians 
that produce machinery, tools and 
manufactured goods should make 
available such goods to the other 
American nations on a fair and 
equitable basis and qithin the 
limitations of the control mecha- 
nisms existing at the time... .” 

Priorities Are Sought. 

Since the end of the war, the 
Latin Americans have found they 
could not buy here more than a 
small fraction of the goods they 
most desire. We have controls 
which permit the export of only a 
smal] percentage of some goods. 
In cases where export is unre- 
stricted, the Latin Americans 
have to wait in line with buyers 
ffom nearly all the countries of 
the world. 

They want Government priori- 
ties. and preferential treatment 
from producers. The basic diffi- 
culty is that there is not enough 
of many items to go around, The 
stability of our own economy is 
threatened through shortages of 
manufactured products, and the 
Administration: feels that war- 
ravaged lands throughout the 
world must be given a share, 

State and Commerce  Depart- 
ment and Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration officials consider 
that they have leaned over back- 
ward to help the other Americas. 
Practically every official con- 
cerned can point to dozens of in- 
stances in which this Government 
hag taken great pains to obtain 
for the Latin Americans certain 
key materials. 

U.S. Industry Also in Need. 

Francis McIntyre, deputy direc- 
tor for export control, says “no 
other part of the world is getting 
such preferential treatment.” 

McIntyre and others aay that 


recently followed with regard to 
this great issue. Whatever the 
real reasons may have been for 
the latest moves of this govern- 
ment, there is, unfortunately, no 
doubt that in the Arab world, in 
Great Britain, and on the part of 
many elements among the Jewish 
people the belief persists, that 
these steps were taken for purely 
political motives. Under such con- 
ditions the influence of this coun- 
try cannot make itself effectively 
felt. 

The moment has surely come 
for the American government to 
adopt a policy which will be no- 
table for enlightened courage 
rather than for pious appeals that 
can produce no practical results. 
The authority of the United States 
must be used to end a situation 
which not only represents a 
shameful denial of the human 
freedoms for which the American 
people have fought, but which 
also involves an ever-increasing 
threat to world peace. 

European Refugees, 

The European’ concentration 
camps for “displaced persons” are 
still filled with Jewish refugees 
who cannot or will not return to 
their former homes. These un- 
fortunates have no hope as yet 
that they will be given the chance 
to migrate to Palestine where 
they can obtain security and as- 
surance for the future. Hardly a 
week passes that we do not learn 
of some further seizure by the 
British of Jews trying to enter 
Palestine and of the 
of these refugees in Cyprus prison 
camps. All of Palestine’s inhab- 
itants are deprived of their civil 
liberties under an increasingly se- 
vere enforcement of martial law. 
Acts of terrorism and acts of re 
taliation have constantly mounted 
in number. Not only are Jewish 
extremists carrying on a guerrilla 
war against the British author 
ities, but clashes between Arabs 
and Jews have now also broken 
out. 

The British Government 
suspended the sessions of the Lon- 
don conference on Palestine until 
Dec. 16. This has been construed 
to mean that the British Govern- 
ment intends to discourage the 
United Nations Assembly from de- 
bating the Palestine question by 
pointing out that negotiations are 
still in progress and that 
success would be 
should the Assembly now attempt 
to intervene. 

The establishment of the inter- 
national trusteeship council, pro- 
vided for by the United Nations 
charter, has already been long de- 
layed, The major powers have as 
yet reached no accord upon the 
basic agreement to govern the 
new agency. If the present ,.con- 
troversy over the terms of this 
agreement continues, there will be 
further delay in the creation of 
the council. In that event the 
United Nations, once the Assem- 
bly has adjourned, would be pre- 
vented from assuming any juris-

Partition Proposal. 


Yet a practical solution al 
ready in the making. Those out- 
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most manufacturers too are tak 
ing special pains to accommodate 
their Latin American customers 
United States buyers, naturally, 
are still more important to the 
manufacturers, and American in- 
dustry also is starved for lack of 
capital equipment. 

Textile machinery producers, for 
example, report they have orders 
from United States firms on hand 
which cannot be filled for two 
years or more. Almost no ma 
chinery will be exported until 1949 
or 1950, in the opinion of George 
L. Bell, director of the Office of 
World Trade Promotion. 

Yet eight prominent Mexican 
textile men recently told W. H. 
Myer, chief of the Commerce De- 
partment's machinery and metals 
division, that they would invest 
$140,000,000 in textile machinery if 
they could get it. This would be 
much more than all such ma- 
chinery produced annually in the 
United States before the war. 

Problems of Inflation. 

The tantalizing angle of 
whole situation to the Latin 
Americans is that for the first 
time in their history they are in 


a position to modernize and in- 
dustrialize if they could only get 


the 


the materials. 

Instead of benefiting them, 
however, their money is actually 
injuring their economy, they say, 


since it is contribut ng to infla- 
tion. In some countries, notably 
Brazil, the inflation menace is 
reaching crisis proportions, Their 
dollar balance is mounting daily, 
moreover, since their trade with 
us is three times as great as it 
was before the war and the bal- 
ance is in their favor, as usual. 
We always have bought more than 
we have sold in Latin America. 


The trade is in items which 
are surplus in this country. If 
the Latin Americans would buy 
more of such items from us, the 
whole difficulty would be allevi- 
ated, in the opinion of Assistant 
Secretary of State Sprfille Braden. 


Most Latin American countries 
have rigid import controls by 
which they’“seek to prevent 
dissipation of their dollar holdings 
on unnecessary consumer items.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (AP) 
ILING La Guardia Field, 
which has been. battling 
Mother Nature. since 1939 and 
gradually losing gtound, is facing 
a major operation with engineers 
in consultation whether it needs 
injections or a tremendous girdle 
to get it back in shape. 

New York's famed airport sags 
where it ought to be firm, is un- 
even where it ought to be smooth 
and about /half its vast surface 
slowly is sinking into Flushing 
Bay. To remedy these ills, city 
engineers Aave come up with a 
variety of possible cures, all as 
spectacular as the nature of the 
complaint. 

The suggestion regarded as 
most likely to succeed is a 
$12,000,000 “face-lifting” plan that 
would inactivate the $40,000}000 
airport for at least six to nine 
months. That's a lot of time out 
of.the life of an airport, especially 
when cities all over the world are 
competing intensely for aviation's 
growing traffic. 

La Guardia's 
field’s, of course, not the former 
Mayor’s) are akin to those of 
other airfields and highways 
around the country which were 
built near or over water or marsh 
land. 

More than half of the port's 
558 acres were “made” by filling 
in the shallow water with ashes 
and other rubbish carted over 
from Riker’s Island. This “fill” 
averages about 15 feet in depth.

Trigger Impulses Help Explain Alcoholic Urge; Starches to Prevent 
Shrinkage; Moisture-Proof Salt Shakers; Magnesium for the Household

NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (AP). 
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UCH things as cough medi- 
cines and ink blots are help- 
ing to explain why many 
alcoholics drink. 

Like pulling the trigger on 4 
gun, an accidental taste of cough 
medicine can start recovered 
alcoholics off on uncontrolled 
sprees, says Dr. Lyman C. Duryea, 
medical director of the Research 
Council on Problems of Alcohol. 

He cites cases of well-recovered 
alcoholics who have had serious 
relapses into drinking due to 
cough medicines which they didn't 
know had alcohol in them. An- 
other man, he gays, was seized 
with a sudden, insatiable desire 
for drink when he breathed the 
fumes from an automobile radia- 
tor containing alcohol as anti- 
freeze. 

These things happened to men 
who had not had a drink for sev- 
eral years and who didn’t want 
one — until some alcohol entered 
their bodies. The reactions indi- 
cate that there is a physiological 
reason for the drinking ‘of some 
alcoholics,, that some body “trig- 
gex”_isAet off by alcohol. 

An aicoholic — the person who 
can't stop drinking voluntarily 
once he starts—may recover from 
alcoholism, but never is “cured,” 
Dr, Duryea said. He must never 
touch alcohol in any form again. 

Psychological tests with ink 
blots indicate that many alcoholics 
take to drink because of an un- 
usual quirk in their personalities, 
Mrs. Florence’ Halpern, a psychol- 
Ogist, studied 47 alcoholics, using 
the Rorschach personality test in 


which results are based an how 


a person “sees” or interprets cer- 
tain ink blots. She reported her 
findings in a monograph, “Stud- 
jes on Compulsive Drinkers,” 
published by the Quarterly Jour- 
nal of Studies and Alcohol. 

She found that these 47 men and 
women were poorly adjusted and 
had emotional problems just like 
other maladjusted or neurotie peo- 
ple. .But the aleoholics did «not 
try to adopt any of the ordinary 
protective methods of behavior to 
insulate themselves against things 
irritating their problems. More- 
over, she said, they seemed to 
deny that any conflict or problem 
existed within themselves. They 
blamed the problems on outside 
infltences, and sought a passive 
rather than positive way of han- 
dling their difficulties. Drink 
suppliedgone such answer. 

If it fean be learned why the 
alcoholics reacted like this, Mrs. 
Halpern said, they might be helped 
to develop ways of rationalizing 
their problems and of finding an- 
swers elsewhere than in alcohol. 

The evidence of both physiologi- 
cal and personality reasons behind 
alcoholism may help lead to a bet- 
ter understanding of this serious 
and long-neglected public health 
problem, Dr. Duryea said. Alco- 
holics actually are sick persons, 
he added, and it is estimated that 
there are 750,000 chronic alco- 
holi¢s Jn this country. 


No Shrink—Starch, 

A chemical that reduces shrink- 
age better in woolen clothes, and 
another that gives a permanent 
starch to dress goods and curtains,

In England, Dr. J. T. Dickson 
has discovered a new synthetic 
fiber which can be stretched five 
times its original length, but 
which stays firm under ironing. 
It resembles nylon and is said to 
be exceptionally strong and resist- 
ant to nmroisture, chemicals and 
bacteria. Named terylene, the fiber 
still is in the experimental stage.

Jan. 1. 


Adopted at the recent fifty-fifth 
general convention of the church, 
the two new canons have aroused 
wide discussion among both clergy 
and laymen, with opinion divided 
as to whether they constitute a 
liberalization or a restriction of 
the church laws governing re 
marriage. 


In the. past the Episcopaly 
church sanctioned remarriage only 
of the innocent party in a divorce 
action brought on grounds of 
adultery and listed nine causes for 
nullification of a marriage. The 
new canons remove the adultery 
clause, list two additional grounds 
for nullification, and make it the 
responsibility of the bishop of the 
diocese to determine whether per- 
sons seeking to remarry are quali- 
fied in the eyes of the church. 
The old clauses have been re- 
combined, so that the total. still 
remains nine. 

Request to the Bishop. 


An official of the National 
Council of the Protestant Episco- 
pa) Church in New York explains 
that the new marriage canons 
are an attempt on the part of the 
ehurch to take a more realistic 
and understanding view of human 
mature. 

Under the new law, he explains, 
when a divorced person wishes to 
remarry, he or she must make a 
request to the bishop of the dio- 
cese. The bishop then investigates 
the divorce and its causes. He de- 
termines whether there has been 
any one of the nine impediments 
to a true marriage as listed in the 
canons. The bishop then may de- 
cide on the applicant's eligibility 
for remarriage. 

The Episcopal church, it is ex- 
plained, holds that ia true mar- 
riage cannot be dissolved by civil 
divorce, If there has not been a 
true marringe—that is, if any of 
the nine listed causes for nullifi- 
cation is found to have existed— 
then the church may consider the 
marriage nullified and the appli- 
cant eligible for remarriage. It is 
added that of course a marriage 
eannot be nullified unless civil 
bonds are also dissolved by di- 
vorce, but the mere fact of a civil 
divorce does not of necessity prove 
that the marriage may be nullified 
in the eyes of the church. 

Nine Previous Grounds. 

The nine previous grounds for 

nullification of a marriage were: 
i—Coneanguinity (whether of 
the whole .or the half blood) 

within the following degrees: A 
—one may not marry one’s de 

scendant or ascendant. B—one 

may not marry one's sister, C-— 

one may not marry the sister or 

brother of one’s ascendant or 
descendant of one's brother or 
sister. 

2—Lack of free or legal con- 
gent of either party 

3—Mistake as to the identity 
of either party. 

4—Mental! deficiency of either 
party. | 

5—Insanity of either party. 

6—Failure of either party to 
have reached the age of puber- 
ty. 

7—Impotence or 
version of either party 
closed to the other. 

&—The existence of venereal 
disease in either party. 

9—Facts which would make 
the proposed marriage biga- 
mous. 

These previous grounds have 
mow been combined in seven di- 
visions. The two new grounds, 
which some churchmen have 
called capable of various inter- 
, pretations, are: 

Concurrent contract inconsist-

Attendant conditions, error as

Such gifts left a distinctly sour 
note. They were as out of place 
as a hiccup at a W.C.T.U. meet- 
ing, as useless as a watchfob on 
a penguin, And they made the 
boys and girls in uniform pretty 
sore at the thoughtless but well- 
meaning folks back homie.

Milk producers received an 
average price of $5.40 per hun- 
dredweight of 3.5 per cent butter- 
fat milk in October, a rise of 26 
cents over the average for Sep- 
tember, it was announced yester- 
day by Fred L. Shipley, market 
administrator. The price was 
$1.77 higher than that of October 
1945. 

Producers here delivered 26,- 
069,490 pounds of milk to the St. 
Louis marketing area, or 840,951 
pounds a day, representing a de- 
crease of 861 per cent from Sep- 
tember, but an increase of 5.56 
over October 1945. Sales of fluid

Mr. Nickel's Million-Dollar Swindle 


The Trusted Cashier and His Shady Associates Were Riding High Until He Made One Little Mistake

NEW YORK, Nov. 16. 


F thater Linoty of the * Mergen- 
thaler Linotype Company were 
treated to a rude surprise this 
month when they discovered that 
Wiliam Arthur Nickel, cashier 
and trusted employe of 22 years 
service, had skipped town after 
embezzling nearly $1,000,000. The 
faithless cashier was arrested and 
returned here for trial, but al- 
though the firm has its Nickel 
back it is still searching for a 
half-million dollars of unrdécovered 
loot. 

The search conducted by the 
District Attorney's office at 
Brooklyn where the Mergenthaler 
company (and until lately, Nickel) 
conducts large scale transactions, 
has accounted for nearly $300,000 
of the embezzled funds. It also 
has uncovered one of the most 
brazenly ambitious swindle rings 
this case-hardened city has ever 
produced. 

In less than a year, with Nickel 
acting as “inside man,” a group 
composed of ex-convicts, sharp- 
shooters and other dubious char- 
acters were able to “take” the un- 
suspecting concern for about a 
thousand grand as the hoodlums 
describe a cool million. 

Nickel is only 40 years old. His 
employers thought he was 46 be- 
cause he had tilted his age when 
he first went to work at Mergen- 
thaler’s as a youth. He received 
$100-a-week salary when promoted 
lagt November to voucher clerk 
and cashier, 

When investigators arrived at 
his reasonably modest home at 
Freeport, Long Island, the day 
after his disappearance, they 
learned that he paid his gardner 
$50 a week, indicating that he 
was relatively more. generous with 
his employers’ profits than they 
were. 

Other tokens of his beneficience 
were found in two mink coats pre- 
sented to his wife Grace, and 
other costly adornment including 
jewelry he had given her and their 
17-year-old daughter. 

In the Freeport Canal at the 
rear of his property, were two 
motor craft—a $42,000 yacht and a 
$9000 cabin cruiser. In the garage 
were two new Buick sedans, 

It was learned that about three 
months earlier, Nickel, in keeping 
with his new affluence, had joined 
the expensive South Shore Yacht 
Club where he had achieved con- 
siderable popularity in the brief 
interval. 

After an extended conversation 
with Mrs. Nickel, whose brunette 
attractiveness was dimmed only by 
tears and a touch of hysteria, de- 
tectives collected $66,000 from two 
banks to which she directed them, 
The money had been turned over 
to her the previous evening by M. 
F’. Goodman, her husband's attor- 
ney, who had received it in a 
satchel from Nickel. 

Goodwin, in turn, handed over 
to the District Attorney $15,000 
which Nickel had paid him for 
services, consisting chiefly at the 
time of advising him to notify the 
company of his defalcations and 
to offer settlement. 

Before the day ended, police 
found that the ambitious em- 
bezzler had acquired four lots, 
presumably for domestic expan- 
sion, in an exclusive Freeport resi- 
dential section adjacent to the 
home of Guy Lombardo, dance or- 
chestra leader. They also learned 
he had posted $5000 down pay- 
ment on a $55,000 house at Port 
Washington, L. I., but had neither 
completed the deal nor sought re- 
turn of his investment. 
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E was negotiating the pur- 
H chase of two Manhattan busi- 

ness properties, one valued at 
$47,500 and the other at $40,000. It 
became evident that Nicke] was a 
man to watch his money, even if 
his employers weren't. 

The first suspicion aroused at 
the Mergenthaler firm resulted 
from Nickel’s own careless error. 
It is doubtful that his peculations 
even now would have come to 
light if he had not been tripped 
by one tiny mistake. 

A Mergenthaler executive re- 
ceived from one ef the company 
banks a check which had been 
drawn improperly in Nickel’s de- 
partment. The executive failed 
to recognize the firm to which the 
check had been issued. When his 
inquiry disclosed that the firm did 
not exist, or at least had never 
had relations with Mergenthaler, 
he summoned Nickel for explana- 
tion. 

Nickel offered to search the rec- 
ords and clarify the situation next 
morning, Saturday. He failed to 
appear and accountants went to 
work. By the time the auditors 
proved that the Mergenthaler of- 
fice had a wrong number in 
charge, their Nickel was gone. 

In a tearful interlude Sunday 
evening, he confessed to his wife 
that. he had stolen company funds, 
After consulting Attorney Good- 
man, he left for Chicago, From 
Chicago, after avoiding a meeting 
with Goodman and Mergenthaler 
lawyers, he disappeared until ar- 
rested in Miami, Fla. 

By this. time the magnitude of 
his peculations, first fixed at $600,- 
000, had become evident. When 
New York detectives met him in 
Miami, his heavy mustache re- 
moved but his cool, confident man- 
ner unchanged, Nickel told them 
that at least $750,000 was missing. 

Apprehension of his confeder- 
ates, some of them reeking with 
the odor of the underworld, en- 
abled police to unfold, step by 
step, an almost incredible account 
of the gigantic swindle which be- 
gan, like it ended, by accident. 

It all started when Isadore Rap- 
paport, 55-year-old president of the

Ultima Optical Company, was un- 
able to get wartime contracts for 
the production of optical goods, 
At Washington, where he was in- 
formed his firm lacked proper 
financing, he was directed to Mer- 
genthaler where it was said he 
might obtain sub-contracts. In 
making those deals, Mergenthaler 
placed Cashier Nickel in charge 
of the Rappaport account, with 
authority to pay the Ultima firm 
for each completed job. 


Nickel proved so valuable to 
Rappaport by steering contracts in 
his direction, that he placed the 
cashier on the payroll of Ultima at 
a salary equal to the weekly $100 
Nickel received at Mergenthaler. 
When the contracts ran ahead of 
Ultima’s capacity, Rappaport in- 
duced Nickel to pay large sums in 
advance on uncompleted contracts 
to enable Ultima to increase the 
payroll by hiring more workmen. 
It was that simple—a check to 
Rappaport, the corresponding in- 
voice marked “received,” and the 
books balanced. 


The records disclose that Ultima 
received more than $2,000,000 in 
contracts from Mergenthaler. 
Both Rappaport and Nickel pros- 
pered, With the sudden end of 
the war in 1945, many Ultima con- 
tracts were § canceled, Nickel 
realized that eventually examina- 
tion of the inventories would dis- 
close that he had paid substan- 
tially for goods that now would 
never be received, or even manu- 
factured, 

He spoke nervously to Rappa- 
port who told him:.“What are you 
worried about. No one will ever

know the difference.” 

Nickel shortly thereafter began 
the bold gare that ended in a cell 
in jail, where he is held on 
charges of forgery and grand lar- 
ceny in default of $100,000 bail. 


The cashier drew a-check for 
$9973.50, payable to a non-existent 
company, and gave it to Rappaport 
to be cashed, Detectives say that 
the president of Ultima, now de- 
prived of his war profits, was not 
averse to confiscating some of the 
Mergenthaler firm’s, but seem- 
ingly this deal was too huge or 
too hot for him to handle alone, 
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T was only natura] that for as- 

sistance he turned to an old 

friend, James Collins. Collins, 
alias Julius Davis, alias Julius 
Lobell (presumably his _ correct 
name) had a perfect record for 
the job. Police reported he had 
been arrested seven times -and 
twice sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary. 

It was said that Rappaport, him- 
self had nine previous arresta but 
unlike Colling could boast of no 
convictions. 

With so little to recommend him 
for the work in hand, it is small 
wonder then that after “Collins 
lined up Izzy The Eel, Joseph Mil- 
stein, and Joseph Kupsnecker, 
alias West, Rappaport was run 
right out of the picture, where he 
remained until he was jugged for 
the tenth and perhaps most crit- 
ical time in his life. 

Izzy The Eel, a racketeer dating 
back to the old Arnold Rothstein 
days, and Kupsnecker, now West, 
both were graduated from Sing

Sing but in different classes. Izzy, 
known in the courtroom as Irving 
Cohen, specislized in robbery to 
gain admission to the institution 
in 1934, while West matriculated a 
few years ago after attracting at- 
tention on a first degree man- 
slaughter charge.

Just 
what part Izzy The Eel played in 
the conspiracy is not yet evident, 
but it is assumed that his sur- 
prisingly prepossessing appear- 
ance, totally unlike his nickname, 
enabled him to keep busy cashing 
checks at various agencies where 
a small fee is exacted for the serv- 
ice. Cohen, out of police lineup, 
looks like a successful business 
man.

tion short of an audit of Mergen- 
thaler books. In that respect, dis- 
closure of Nickel’s transgressions 
also were delayed because of a 
prolonged strike at the plant. 


Using blocks of forged checks, 
Nickel issued them in sums esti- 
mated to amount to nearly $75,000 
monthly. His conspirators filed 
false certificates of incorporation 
at county offices to “establish” 
bogus companies to which the 
checks were issued. Armed with 
that identification, they had little 
difficulty in exchanging the paper 
for cash at various agencies, the 
District Attorney's office reported. 


One unusual aspect of Nickel’s 
conduct is that the customary mo- 
tive for embezzlement seems ab- 
sent. The absconder limited his 
extravagances, it appeared, to per- 
sonal and family luxuries and to 
real estate deals apparently con- 
ducted with an eye to feathering 
his nest. Thus far the old, old 
story of slow horses, fast living 
and bright lights has not made 
an appearance in the case. What- 
ever his aspirations, Nickel was.no 
Broadway playboy in the making. 

The search for Collins through 
his connections in the gambling

and night-club world, turned up 
a few choice morsels such as Sally 
Haines, ‘motion picture actress, 
She was an old friend of Collins 
and had shared a safe deposit box 
with him, but is in no way Con- 
nected with the swindle. Former 
movie star Glenda Farrell and her 
son, Tommy, passed quickly~- in 
and out of the picture when they 
volunteered information at the 
District Attorney's office concern- 
ing Collins's whereabouts. 

Sought in Mexico, Collins him- 
self turned up suddenly by ap- 
pointment with authorities after 
Waxey Gordon, beer baron relic 
of prohibition days had been “ine 
vited"” to headquarters for ques- 
tioning and had predicted his 
friend's return “in a day or two.” 
Collins posed for newspaper pho- 
tographers after his arrival. When 
they suggested he stand between 
two of his custodians, he replied 
in a manner befitting his Broad- 
way character: “I'm in the middle 
already.” 

With his arrest detectives &ne 
nounced the entire swindie gang 
was rounded up, Mergenthaler ex- 
ecutives wish that the same could 
be said for their loot, much of 
which is still at large.

No Replacements 
For Aging Stars

ING CROSBY’S transcription series, which is a revolution 
RB: more ways than one, has uncovered some of the original 
errors committed by the broadcasters 10 and 20 years ago. 
Radio's great names are all getting older—most of them are in 
their fifties; they are almost 
all rich men and many of 
them would like to get out 
of the business and take it 
easy. There isn’t anyone to 
take their place. How did 
this come about anyhow? 
Before the networks became 
established, independent ra- 
dio stations had Ato dig up 
their own talent. They 
found it in the local vaude- 
ville houses and night clubs. 
The result, to take one ex- 
ample, was Amos 'n’ Andy, 
both experienced, though 
certainly not famous, in 
show business. They were 
young enough to bring in 
= # ‘their own concepts of what 
i} @ non-visual entertainment 
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Rw Sy abil Lddbéai medium should be. Amos ‘n’ 
Andy were and still are pure 
BING CROSBY .. . SUCCESSFUL radio showmen. When net- 
VIA TRANSCRIPTION. work advertising became the 
big thing the audiences expanded endrmously and the adver- 
tising agencies instinctively turned to personalities from other 
branches of show business who were most widely known. 
That result was Eddie Cantor and Ed Wynn. These men 
brought along the most familiar hallmark of the older branches 
of show business, the audience. Gradually the listening public, 
scattered over 3000 miles in individual homes, learned to accept 
studio laughter and studio applause as the measure of their 
talent. But while this debatable innovation might measure 
their talent, the sponsors had to have some better way to 
measure the listening audience. The listening public could 
meither applaud nor buy tickets, so the Crossley rating came 

into being. 
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Originally the Crossley ratings were the secret of 
the advertising agencies who paid for them. The ratings 
were needed to show the sponsor he was getting his 
money's worth, but were also a handy device to needle 
the talent. After a while, the talent, and you could buy 
bushels of it for a couple of thousand dollars a week, 
grew inquisitive over these ratings, and insisted eon 
being shewn these figures to determine net only his own 
profit and loss but alse his standing in relation te 
the competition. 
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@ PRESENTLY THE BENNYS and Allens noticed they were 
way on top of the parade. When their contracts expired, they 
Gemanded more money. A price for a leading comedian shot up 
as high as $25,000 a week. The Crossley rating became a device 
for inflating their salaries and prestige and resulted in sky- 
rocketing all salaries in radio. A top show now costs anywhere 
from $700,000 to $1,000,000 a year to produce. <A sponsor 
spending that much money wanted the widest possible audience 
to justify it. He demanded not a 5 or 6 rating but a 20 rating, 
and the only talent that could produce ratings like that were the 
established stars. This tended to freeze the talent picture. It 
takes time, effort and lots of money to groom a new comedian 
and to accustom 20,000,000 people to listen to him every Tuesday 
night. The sponsors preferred competing for the old ones, and 
the Amos ‘n’ Andys ceased entering radio. 
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@ THE SUCCESS OF TRANSCRIPTION programs, other 
then Crosby’s, is a matter of debate but it’s causing plenty of 
that. Crosby’s program is almost entirely vocal and orchestral. 
It’s not difficult to turn out six such programs in a matter of 
Gays, releasing the singer to his own pursuits for six weeks. 
This situation is true of few other radio entertainers. Alien 
and Hope depend on topical material. Their shows simply 
couldn't be cut six weeks in advance, As a matter of. fact, 
many Allen programs have to be changed at the last minute 
because a joke written on Wednesday is out of date by Sunday 
might. Nevertheless, other entertainers are eyeing the Crosby 
series as a partial solution to their problem, and it has had 
the added effect of stirring up new ideas. “The top radio stars 
10 years ago are the top stars today,” Edgar Bergen said. “Are 
we going to give them a rest or are we going to kill them 
quick? A 39-week season ig too tough a grind. There should be 
some relief.”

The Judge Found Her Guilty of 
Contempt, buf Mississippi's Cru- 
sading Woman Editor Doesn't In- 
tend to Stop Battling Lawlessness

LEXINGTON; Miss., Nov. 16. 
ROUGH hazel eyes the pub- 
lisher of the Lexington Ad- 
vertiser views the Holmes 
County scene with a frown. Hazel 
Brannon doesn’t like the looks of 
it. In her own column, “Through 
Hazel Eyes,” she says so. . She 
keeps on saying so in spite of a 
court order that was calculated 
to silence her for two years. 

Under the protection of an ap- 
peal to the Mississippi Supreme 
Court, she expects to go on exer- 
cising her right of free speech in 
the confidence that the high court 
will uphold that right. There is 
lawlessness ir’ Holmes county, with 
official connivance, or~ at least 
complacence, she says, and she 
isn’t going to shut her eyes to it. 
She is going to keep on telling 
people about it, for she considers 
that to be the duty and respon- 
sibility of a newspaper, great or 
small, 

The Lexington Advertiser is a 
small county seat paper in a town 
of 3000 and a county of 14,000, one- 
third of it in the Delta and two- 
thirds in the hills, but Hazel Bran- 
non, without posing as a reformer 
or crusader, has drawn the atten- 
tion of all Mississippi by the sim- 
ple expedient of telling about what 
is going on in her county, with 
such effect that the law enforce- 
ment officials have felt themselves 
called to account. Feeling that 
way, and lacking other relief, an 
attempt was made to squelch her 
with a citation for contempt of 
court. On her conviction, penal- 
ties were suspended, but condi- 
tioned on her “good behavior” for 
two years at the discretion of the 
judge.- It is this condition that 
Miss Brannon is asking the su- 
preme court to remove. 

It is the prediction of Fred Sul- 
lens, fighting Mississippi editor, 
speaking out of the abundance of 
his experience with courts that 
have tried to restrain his freedom 
of speech, that the supreme court 
will “slap the ears of that circuit 
judge right down under his toe 
nails.” It is a confidence that Miss 
Brannon shares and expresses in 
somewhat less formidable terms. 

Out of Alabama came Hazel 
Brannon to find in Mississippi ful- 
fillment of her ambition to have 
a newspaper of her own. It was 
no part of her plan to do battle 
against the forces of lawlessness 
and disorcer as they might be 
found in Mississippi, except that 
she was a forthright young per- 
son who might be expected to 
take a hand if challenged by cir- 
cumstances. In the course of time 
she felt herself challenged by such 
circumstances in the shape of 
violations of the liquor and gam- 
bling laws and she went to work 
single-handed, counting on the co- 
operation of the law-abiding peo- 
ple when she had brought the 
conditions to their notice. 


It was after she had graduated 
from high school at the age of 
16 and had two years on a weekly 
newspaper in Alabama shat Hazel 
decided she was going to have a 
paper of her own some day. 
In preparation she went through 
the University of Alabama in 
three years... Her chance came 
when she heard that the Durant 
News in this county was for sale. 
She borrowed $3000 and bought it 
and worked out every cent of the 
indebtedness. Three and a half 
years ago she bought with bor- 
rowed money the Lexington Ad- 
vertiser, founded in 1837, the third 
oldest newspaper in Mississippi 
and the second oldest weekly. 
Now 32 years old, she still runs 
the two papers, the only ones in 
Holmes county. 

Up to a year ago Miss Brannon 
kept the Advertiser conventional 
enough except that sometimes in 
her column, “Through Hazel 
Eyes,” she took a shot at things 
that evoked her disapproval. With 
conditions of lawlessfiess going 
from bad to worse in the county 
she finally made up her mind that 
she would tell the people. about it 
and perhaps help them make up 
their minds to do something about 
it. The difficulty, as she saw it, 
was that Sheriff Walter Murtagh 
was failing in his duty and that 
Circuit Judge 8, F. Davis, grown 
lax after 27 years of service, was

dismissing the cases or letting 
offenders off too easy. 


On Nov. 1, 1945, Hazel opened 
up in her column, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the sheriff, 
in making raids on affidavits filed 
by County Attorney Pat M. Bar- 
rett, reported on the liquor found 
but made no mention of slot 
machines in bootlegging places, 
although the affidavits called for 
seizure of gambling devices. There 
evidently was a loose connection 
somewhere, Hazel wrote, that 
needed tightening up. She sug- 
gested that the sheriff do a bit of 
explaining. . 

The following week, still call- 
ing for an explanation, she left 
a blank space in her column, but 
the sheriff didn’t see fit to fill 
it. She also drew attention to 
liquor joints, displaying gambling 
devices, which lined the high- 
ways going in and out of most 
towns in the county. 


After that, week by week, Hazel 
told about continuing law viola- 
tions and the sheriff's continuing 
failure to see gambling devices 
that were in full view, naming the 
places where they could be seen. 

Mississippi is dry but has a 
“black «market tax” under which 
a tax of 10 per cent is collected 
by the state.. Hazel did a little 
checking up and found that in a 
month the tax was paid on $750,- 
000 worth of liquor in the county, 
and there was no telling how 
much more was sold by evaders 
of the tax. 

Getting down to cases, she re- 
vealed that in 10 months one op- 
erator, the largest in the county, 
had bought 4726 cases of liquor 
at the wholesale price of $165,756.- 
34. The resale price was $221,- 
008.42, on which the black market 
‘tax was $11,727.88. This man, T. E. 
‘Weems, was arrested once and, on 
his plea of guilty to possession of 
liquor, was fined $100, Last March 
Weems was fined $500 in Yazoo 
City for contempt of court in vio- 
jating an injunction restraining 
him from violating the prohibition 
law. 

To the April grand jury Hazel 
addressed ah open letter asking 
that something be done about law- 
lessness in Holmes county, inti- 
mating that if nothing was done 
a group of citizens might take 
it up with the governor. The jury 
was in session six hours and did 
nothing. <A _ petition signed by 
about 200 persons was presented 
to Judge Davis asking him to re- 
call the jury and order an in- 
vestigation of lawlessness, particu- 
larly the open sale of whisky and 
display of gambling devices. 

The jury was recalled and in- 
structed to make such an inves- 
tigation of the sale of whisky, 
operation of slot machines and 


general lawlessness in the county. 
About 100 witnesses were heard 
and 52 indictments were returned, 
Most of the indicted persons were 
arrested, paid fines and served 
jail, sentences. Weems, however, 
was not arrested, although he was 
seen in the county from time to 
time, 

Sheriff Murtagh had been called 
before the jury and had prom- 
ised that he would enforce the 
laws. District Attorney Howdrd 
Dyer Jri had announced that if 
the sheriff didn’t act he would 
take a hand himself. 


When the October grand jury 
met it reported to Judge Davis 
that the sheriff, instead of keep- 
ing the promise that he made six 
months before, “has wholly failed 
and neglected to perform his 
sworn duty in that there now 
flourishes and has continued to 
flourish in Holmes county, 
throughout the tenure of the pres- 
ent sheriff, open, notorious, fla- 
grant violation of the prohibition 
and gambling laws.” Judge Da- 
vis was asked to recess the jury 
for a few days and that body 
urged that citizens report to it 
so that it could, in view of the 
sheriff's failure to perform his 
duty, “bring to justice those who 
so flagrantly, openly, notoriously 
and with apparent immunity flout 
the laws of our state in the face 
of the people of this county.” 


Miss Brannon blazoned over the 
county in her two newspapers a 
call to people of nerve and char- 
‘acter to come and testify and ex- 
pressed the hope that the jury 
would feel called upon to demand 
the sheriff's resignation or ask 
the governor to take over law en- 
forcement in Holmes county. 
Citizens with nerve and character 
did answer the call and 12 in- 
dictments were returned. 
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HROUGH the months that she 

had been presenting facts 

about the breakdown of law 
enforcement in Holmes county, 
she had refrained from criticising 
venerable Judge Davis, but there 
was condemnation implicit in the 
facts and the judge apparently 
didn’t like it. 

Then came a day when five 
white men were placed on trial 
for manslaughter, charged with 
whipping a Negro who was after- 
ward found dead in a _ bayou. 
Hazel, true to her practice of 
claiming equal rights for whites 
and Negroes before the law, was 
taking an interest in the case. 
Coming into court after the princi- 
pal prosecution witness, a Negro 
woman, had testified, she later ac- 
costed the woman in the court- 
house corridor and asked her what 
her testimony had been. What 
Hazel didn’t know was that the

FORINA, Greece, Nov, 16. 

OSTAS TSCHEKERIDIS is a 
4 Greek who was born in Russia, 
once lived in Turkey, was edu- 
cated in Salonika and consequently 
has a great fund of assorted in- 
formation about the Near East. 
As my interpreter and guide he 
feels it is his duty to educate me 
as much as possible in those 
periods whem he is not serving as 
an international] word juggler. We 
were between interviews with a 
Communist lawyer and a Royalist 
chief of police and therefore were 
having a cup of coffee for relaxa- 
tion before undergoing -a quick 
change of viewpoints. 

“We make good coffee in 
Greece,” he said, “but, only the 
Turks know how to make really 
fine coffee, isn’t it?” 

Kostas has two expressions with 
which he delights to decorate his 
English conversation. One is 
“isn't it” and the other is “actual- 
ly.”

“Why is Turkish coffee better?” 
I asked, sipping from my tiny cup 
of foamy, chocolate brown goo. 

“They understand it better, 
actually. They think more about 
coffee and are very precise in the 
way they like it, isn’t it?” 

“You consider the Turks epicures 
of coffee, actually?” This had 
been going on for three days and 
he had me doing it too. 

, “Ah, yes, epicures. That's it, 
actually. In Turkey there are 47 
ways to order Turkish coffee and 
each one is very definite.”

to make coffee. In America we 
drink it straight, lace it with 
brandy, give it a touch of cream 
or sugar or both, and that about 
covers the possibilities.” 

“Well, of course, the weak stuff 
you drink is hardly what an honest 
man could cal] coffee anyhow, isn’t 
it?” 

“Anyhow a man can sleep nights 
after drinking it. If I have a slug 
of this Greek dynamite after 6 
p.m., I don’t sleep for two days,” I 
said in defense of western cus- 
toms. 

“Who wants to sleep? But we 
are getting off the subject. You 


know how Greek coffee is made,, 


of course. Each cup is made in- 
dividually. Ordinarily we put a 
spoonful of sugar and a spoonful 
of powdered coffee in the pot 
which holds just one cupful, Then 
we ndd the water and put the 
little pot in the coals so that it 
comes to a boil slowly. It is very 
simple. But in Turkey it is not 
simple, isn’t it?” 
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“How is it not simple, actually?” 

“Because of the many ways it 
can be ordered. For example, some 
do not like the foam and these 
order it boiled which destroys the 
faam. Some like the foam in big 
bubbles, but this is a trick of 
pouring, not cooking. Pour it from 
high up and the bubbles are big, 
Or you may order, for example, 
‘heavy half and not.’ This means 
twice as much coffee, half as much 
watér and no sugar. Or ‘Turkish 
boiled’ which means very heavy 
and sweet and no foam. Or ‘heavy 
sweet’ which takes double doses 
of coffee and sugar. There are 
many combinations, 47 in fact, 
isn’t it? 

“Of course, one thing you should 
remember, If you order ‘heavy 
sweet’ and it does not suit your 
taste, you yell at the waiter, say- 
ing, ‘This is not sweet enough.’ 
The waiter takes it back to the 
kitchen and yells at the cook loud 
enough so that you will be sure 
to hear. Then he brings back the 
same coffee. There are, as I said, 
47 ways to order Turkish coffee. 
But only about three ways to cook 
it, actually.”

witness was “under the rule” of 
the court, which meant that she 
had been admonished not to talk 
to anybody about the case. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Harvey Nabors or- 
dered the woman to “get on into 
the sheriff's. office and not talk 
to nobody.” Hazel flared up at 
that. ; 

“How come she can’t talk to 
me?” she demanded. 


Nabors said he was just doing 
what the sheriff had told him to 
do. Hazel went to her office down 
the street and Nabors reported to 
Judge Davis that Hazel had been 
interfering with a witness. A 
little while later Hazel, rapping 
out a story on her typewriter, 
looked up and there stood Nabors. 

“Miss Hazel,”-. he said, “the 
judge would like to see you in 
court for a few minutes.” Hazel 
wanted to finish her story. “Tell 
him I'll be up in a few minutes,” 
she said. 

Ten minutes later the deputy 
came back and said she shouldn’t 
keep the judge waiting and she 
went along with him to the court 
house. Court had adjourned. Judge 
Davis was sitting at the bench 
smoking his pipe. 

“What do you mean questioning 
witnesses in this court?” he de- 
manded, 

Hazel said she had spoken to 
the woman outside the courtroom. 

“But she was under the rule of 
the court,” the judge said. “You 
be in court tomorrow morning.” 

“What is this?” she asked. “Out 
with it. Lay it on the line.” 

“It’s contempt of court,” the 
judge said, 

Hazel admits that she “went up 
to high C.” With court not in ses- 
sion she felt free to speak her 
mind to the judge, as one citizen 
to another. The general idea was 
that she didn’t see how she could 
be in contempt of. a court like 
that. The judge said he could put 
her in jail, but he would release 
her on her own recognizance. 

She went back to her office and 
wrote a piece on how it looked 
through hazel eyes. “All our ef- 
forts,” she wrote, “have been di- 
rected to better conditions and 
increased public confidence in law 
and order which applies equally to 
our courts. Little has been done, 
But we shall] never stop trying.” 

Next day Hazel was in court. 
She was kept waiting until noon 
and then Judge Davis continued 
the case to the following Monday 
and said “You had better get you 
a lawyer.” 

Come Monday and Hazel was 
there with two lawyers, Vaughn 
Watkins of Jackson and Ben 
Wilkes of Greenville. The court- 
room was crowded. Miss Brannon 
offered a “full and sincere” apol- 


ogy and stated that she had no 
intention of violating the rule of 
the court. The judge brushed it 
aside and ordered the trial to pro- 
ceed, It lasted an hour and a 
half. Judge Davis found her 
guilty and lectured her on the 
futility of trying to clean up 
Holmes county. 

“I've been around here a long 
time,” he said, “and know the job 
it is to clean up Holmes county. 
I don’t believe you can do it. I 
am of the opinion that when Ga- 
briel blows his horn and rolls 
back the scroll of heaven, he will 
find the world like it is today. I 
am sorry that is the situation. I 
wish you had stayed out of this 
mess,” 
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HE judge was reminded of one 
T «: his favorite stories. It was 

what the Irishman said when 
he saw a bull run head-on into a 
train. “I admire your spunk but 
doubt your judgment.” 

Miss Brandon, he said, had run 
head-on into his court, and when 
called up she had proceeded to 
give the court a lecture on its du- 
ties. Therefore, though it gave 
him no pleasure, he would fine her 
$50 and sentence her to 15 days in 
jail, splitting the maximum sen- 
tence, but he would suspend both 
for two years, pending good be- 
havior, so that “if you run in with 
the court again we won't have to 
try you next time.” 

This meant that if, in the next 
two years, Hazel said or did any- 
thing that the judge didn't like 
he could call her in and collect 
$50 and slap her in jail 15 days. 
So Hazel promptly filed a bill of 
exceptions and carried the case 
to the Supreme Court. 

The people who had listened 
went out wagging their heads and 
speaking their amazement. Among 
them was a bootlegger who said: 
“T never heard anybody talk to 
a Mississippi woman like that be- 
fore. I sure was sorry for Miss 
Hazel.” 

At the risk of another run-in 
with the court, Miss Brannon told 
how all this looked through hazel 
eyes and reprinted on the first 
page an editorial] in the Jackson 
News, written by Fred Sullens, 
calling it “An Outrageous Sen- 
tence” and predicting what would 
happen to the ears of Judge Da- 
vis in the Supreme Court: 

Through all this, Miss Brannon 
has been heartened by the approv- 
al of the people of Holmes County, 
as expressed in the many letters 
that they write and in the words 
that they speak. To all of them 
she says: “Thank you s0 much. 
You all have been mighty kind to 
me.”

Chamber Music 
By

Dear Martha Carr: 


HAVE been out of the service 


Thomas B. Sherman 
HAMBER music in St. Louis 
C comes and goes like undulant 
fever. There was a time here 
when three different organizations 
were promoting concerts and 
there was a time—during the last 
two years—when it was kept alive 
only by a process which might be 
compared to artificial respiration. 
Still it is alive and, what is more— 
if I may resort to yet another clin- 
ical expression—it is about to re- 
ceive a fresh transfusion. 


For some reason the cultivation 
of chamber music has been re- 
garded in some quarters as an ad- 
diction of highbrows. Those who 
have never been exposed seem to 
feel that a concert by a string 
quartet is something like a read- 
ing of Irish poetry in the original 
Gaelic or an exposition of some 
peculiarly abstruse mathematical 
hypothesis. And even those who 
know what it’s all about have 
complained that quartet ‘music is 
too dry. 

It is true, of course, that four 
stringed instruments cannot pro- 
vide the variety of color and the 
dynamic range of a symphony or- 
chestra. But neither can a violin 
soloist, yet no such odor of the 
esoteric seems to hover about a 
recital by Jascha Heifetz. It is 
also true that chamber music 
Players are generally serious 
minded artists who do not like to 
clutter up their programs with 
equivalents of the “Marche Slav.” 
Quartet music is purer and hence 
requires a little more concentra- 
tion from the listener who wants 
to receive its full value, 
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A REASONABLE AMOUNT of 
concentration, however, is neces- 
sary for the full enjoyment of any 
music. One must give in order to 
receive—a rule, incidentally, that 
applies to most non- munca! ex- 
periences. 

If chamber music were really 
£0 specialized as to demand an ab- 
normal sensitivity on’ the part of 
the listener there would be no rea- 
son for regretting its rarity or its 
absence. Actually it is music like 
any other and can weave the same 
spell as any other and if I am 
blushing it is only because I am 
again involved in a repetition of 
the commoaplace. While I am at 
it here's another: Some of the 
most enthralling music ever writ- 
ten is in the quartet literature. 

A small part of this literature, 
as I have indicated, will be on re- 
View in St. Louis during the pres- 
ent season. The Ethical Society 
will offer a star attraction in the 
Paganini Quartet, a recently 
formed organization which is now 
making its first tour of the coun- 
try. 

This quartet not only has an 
unusually gifted personnel but has 
the rare distinction of being 
equipped with four Stradivarius 
instruments which were once 
owned by Paganini himself; hence 
the name. 
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THE ST. LOUIS String Quartet, 


under the direction of Harry Far- 
biman, will give a series of three 
concerts at the Wednesday Club 
under the sponsorship of the Bt. 
louis Friends of Music, also a 
new organization and, let us hope, 
a perManent one. 

Besides Mr. Farbman, this quar- 
tet is composed of Herbert Van 
den Burg, viola; Edgar Lustgar- 
ten, ‘cello and Rena Robbins, 
second violin. All are members of 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
and all are experienced chamber 
music players. The quartet is now 
engaged in whipping its repertory 
into shape and in preparing pro- 
grams for the Wednesday Club 
series as well as for a single ap- 
pearance in the Ethical Society 
series. 

Mr. Farbman’'s intention is to 
introduce as much variety of col- 
Oring as possible into these con- 
certs by the use of additional in- 
struments. The first will offer a 
Shostakovitch quartet, the Mozart 
G Minor string quintet and a piano 
quartet. The Brahms sextet, which 
requires two violas and two cellos, 
will be featured in the second con- 
cert and an oboe quartet is being 
considered for the third. Also in 
process are works by Haydn, Mo- 
zart, Hindemith and Dohnanyi. 
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REHEARSALS ARE being con- 
ducted not merely with the pres- 
ent season in mind but in the 
hopes of establishing a perma- 
nent organization with a life and 
style and discipline of its own. 
Good quartets need something 
more than the few rehearsals nec- 
essary to play a single program. 

The members of this group are 
quite aware of what it will take 
and they are prepared to invest 
the time necessary to weld the 
organization into a unit.

Cc. R. Smith, chairman of its 
beard of directors, told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Smith, who was in St. Louis last 
week to attend a meeting of the 
board, said he believed that even- 
tually all planes of the line, both 
passenger and cargo, would have 
some radar equipment aboard. He 

said that at present, however, 
lightweight equipment was not 
powerful enough and operating 
knowledge for airlines was not 
complete enough to justify such 
installations. 

“First of all, you have to know 
just what radar will and won't 
do,” Smith said. “Right now, we 
know it is excellent for avoiding 
thunderstorm areas, and if it 
weren't good for anything else it 
would be worth having. It can be 
ased for keeping track of the ter- | 
rain below when the plane is| 
flying ‘over the top’ on instrw- 
ments. 

“At the same time, our experi- 
ence thus far indicates: it isn’t 
particularly good for avoiding ob- 
structions in front of the plane 
unless the plane is substantially 
below the top of the obstruction. 

“For example, a plane flying at 
approximately the altitude of the 
tower of the Empire State Build- 
ing would not get a clear image 
of it on the radar scope, because 
the angle of reflection of the im- 
pulses would result in the image 
being obscured by other buildings. 
The same thing is pretty much 
true of mountains. If one lone- 
some mountain were standing out 
in the middle of a level area it |; 
would show up well. But if it 
were one of a range, there would

The last rtial solar eclipse visible in this area 
(St Louss Jime) occurred on july 9, 1945. At that time a total eclipse was 


observable along a 25-mile-wide path cutting across Idaho, 
Montana, Canada, the Arctic Ocean and Northern Europe. 
Saturday’s phenomenon will not be accompanied by a 
total eclipse. anywhere on earth. Three partial solar 
eclipses already have occurred in 1946, but none was 
visible in the United States. The first, on January 3, could 
be seen only in Southern South America and the Antarctic; 
the second, on May 30, only in Southwestern South America; 
the third, on June 29; in extreme Northern Europe and Asia, 
and in the Arctic. 

During an eclipse, the moon appears to move from 
right to left across the face of the sun. Literally, however, 
the sun, its apparent speed across the sky faster in relation 
to the earth than the moon's, overtakes the moon, passes 
behind it from left to right, as shown in the photo-diagram 
(top) executed by Robert Burkham, physics instructor at 
Washington University, and Lincoln Hockaday, St. Louis 
architectural designer. . 

A solar eclipse is caused by the moon, an average of 
about 238,000 miles away, coming between the earth and 
the sun, which is approximately 92,900,000 miles distant. 
The effect on earth is comparable to a cloud obscuring the 
sun. The moon blots out all or part of the sun to portions of 
the earth; that is, casts its moving shadow on those portions. 

The moon revolves around the earth in a lunar month 
of 29% days, and each new moon, crosses in front of the 
sun from east to west. However, an eclipse does not occur 
once a lunar month as the earth and moon together move 
around the sun in 365.24 days, in an orbit that follows a 
different plane than moon’s movement around earth. As a 
result the earth, moon and sun pass through all possible 
relative positions, and usually moon passes in front of sun 
to one side, with respect to earth. Shadow -then is thrown 
into space, or causes only a partial eclipse. Next partial 
eclipse visible in St. Louis area, after Saturday's, will be 
on November 12, 1947. Total eclipses are rather rare. 

In a total solar eclipse the moon appears to pass 
directly across the face of the sun, hiding it completely 
for a short time and casting a circular shadow on the earth; 
in a partial eclipse, the moon moves across below or above 
the sun’s center, casting an elliptical, bite-like smaller 
shadow. An interesting note is that while the sun actually 
is about 400 times the size of the moon, the latter, being so 
much closer, screens it almost exactly during a total eclipse. 

A total eclipse may be visible on the earth along a path 
ranging from only a few miles in width to as much as 190

Using the same principle as electrical refrigeration, a 
combined heating-cooling unit draws heat from under- 
ground in winter, causes ground to absorb it from the 
house in summer. Such a device has been in service for 
two years in Indianapolis. To test its practicability in 
St. Louis’ climate, George Whitlow, a Union Electric Com- 

ny engineer, has installed an experimental unit in his 

home, 1300 Greentree lane, Glendale. 

Preliminary studies indicate such units soon may com- 
pete economically with coal, gas or oil plants. Offsetting 
the relatively high initial cost, expected to be around $1000, 
is the fact that it makes no flame, smoke or dirt, needs no 
chimney, takes little servicing.
